He would 
have hit the mark if he had said 
“men in the prime of life.” He 
should have been told too that though 
he may have seen them diilling ia 
mufti, they have uniforms and a 
complete organisation as a unit of 
the S. V. C. He is quite right in 
saying that these emeriti set an 
excellent example of public spirit to 
the young men of Shanghai, It is 
a great pity that Colonel Watts had 
not the opportunity of seeing the 
Reserve Company as it marched past 
Count Waldersee in 1900. 

‘The inspecting officer gives some 
good advice to the infantry com- 
panies on the subject of sectional 
skirmishing practices. One prac- 
tical suggestion he makes: “The 
employment of the magazine is, 
T understand, rather discouraged for 
fear of accidents; but as the men 
are in possession of a magazine rifle, 
it appears absolutely necessary that 
they should be trained to its full 
use,” Well-deserved praise is given 
to our youthtul signallers under 2nd 
Lieut. Carlsen, and the Maxim Gun 
Company is characterised ns a very 
promising body. The drilling and 
riding of the Artillery are com- 
mended, Colonel Woods saying: 
“The Battery is a smart efficient 
unit and reflects great credit on its 
Commander—Captain Marshall—and 
his Subalterns and Sergeant-Major. 
Thad no opportunity of seeing it in 
practice.” ‘The Colonel closes his 
report with a notice of the Field 
Day on Easter Monday last, the 
scheme of which’ he says was a 
practical one and very well carried 
out on the whole. He adds some 
rather important criticisms which 
have, no doubt, been duly taken into 
consideration and will bear fruit in 
the future. The general drift of the 
report is to show that the commun- 
ity gets good value for the money it 
allots, ad the time and energy its 
members devote, to the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps; and it must have 





been very gratifying to Major Wat- 
son, who has shown himself the right 
man in the right place.

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NEWS FROM EAST ASIA. 

Major General Dessino, the Russian 
Military Agent in China, has kindly plac. 
ed at our disposal the following telegrams : 

Makden, 12th May. 

General Mitschensko reports that he 
found two Japanese detachments of con- 
siderable strength ; one in the neighbour- 
hood “of the lower part of the Tayang-ho 
and the other at a distance of one day's 
march east of Suyang. 

He did not discover anything of the 
enemy between Fénghuangchéng and 
Saimachi. ‘The Japanese army continues 
to advance very slowly. 

A second train reached Port Arthur on 
tho 1th May. 

‘The number of the enemy who landed 
at Pitsowo, near the promontory of Kon- 
ochuy and in the bay of Kinchou, is not 
yet fully ascertained, but it seems that it 
is not very strong. 

Continuous engagements are daily tak- 
ing place between advance detachments 
of both armies, 

Tho losses ou buth sides are insiguiti- 
cant, 

Tho Japanese troops are advancing 
from Pitsewo, and from the other places 
at which, they had landed, to Kinchou. 
‘The advance detachments showed them. 
selves on the night of the 10th inst. on 
the heights near Saushilipu. 

13th May. 

General Stessel reports that, on the 
Lith May, as soon as he received on the 
7th May the report that Pulantion was 
occupied by the Japanese, he sent out 
several patrols of cavalry to reconnoitre 
in the direction of Pulantien, Pitsowo, 
and Kerr Bay which were followed by 
detachments of mounted infantry. 

On the 10th May he sent six battalions 
of infantry and one battery of artillery 
under the command of General Fock to- 
wards Sanshilipu. As they advanced to- 
ward tho North they compelled the one.

Duriug the 12th of May a Japanese de- 

achment of about one battalion of infan-- 

try and two companies of cavalry occupi- 

ed Pulantien. ‘This detachment left the 

station the same evening. The train go. 
ing from Dainy returned back. 


During the night of the 13th of May 
Pulantien was illuminated with the 
searchlights of the enemy. 

On the 13th of May the Japanese reap- 
peared near Pulantien and Wafungtien 
aud destroyed the railway. We closed 
the stations at Wafungchou and Wan- 
tzealin. 

In the eastern detachment there are no 
changes. 

We discovered the enemy’s cavalry 
patrols twelve versts (8 miles) to the east 
of Suiyen. 

Between Saimachi and Lienshaukuan 
the Hunghutze are attacking our flying 
post (mail). 

Forty versts (27 miles) towards the 
southwest from Kuanchéngtse the Chinese 
are commencing an insurrection against 
the Russians and Christians. 

According to information received on 
the 12th and 13th of May the advanco of 
the enemy from Fénghuanghéng towards 
Linoyang is proceeding  indecisively, 
having rather a demonstrative character. 

It is possible that the enemy's main 
boily is marching towards Haichéng or 
towards Kaichou. Another considerable 
portion of the enemy is conceutrating to 
the northwest of Takushan, 

We have taken measures to clear out the 

region between Lienshankuan and Sai- 
machi from the Huvghutze. In our 
engagements against them, which have 
taken place at different times, we lost 
three Cossacks killed, one wounded and 
fone missing. 
During the 13th May a band of these 
Hunghutzo, 300 strong, assailed the mines 
at Yentai, and they were repulsed with a 
loss of thirty wien. 

We have information of the appearance 
ofalarge band of Hunghutze, 16 versts 
(12 miles) to the west of Liavyang. 

The patrols of the railway guards that 
were sent out towards the west, along the 
Sungari River, could not reach Petuna, 
owing to the large number of bands of 
Hunghutze congregated there.

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TWO NATIONS, ONE 
PEOPLE.

“For the first time since Paul 
Revere rode out of Boston, that race 
(the Anglo-Saxon) is now practically 
a unit in its relationship with the 
remainder of the world.” 

For all men to whom Shake- 
speare’s language is the mother- 
tongue it would be difficult to pen 
words of greater ‘import than these 
which we quote from an article in 
the.“ Nineteenth Ceritury and After,” 
by Mr. George Harvey, Editor of the 
“North American Review” and of 
“Harper's Weekly.” They are par- 
ticularly noticeable coming as the; 
do from a man who, as all readers of 
his journals are aware, is by,.no 
means an Anglo-maniac. The article 
in question is but a short one 
covering altogether about seven and 
arhalf pages. Yet within that short 
compass Mr. Harvey manages to 
present a bird's-eye view of our past 
dissevsions, how they arose, subsided, 
and disappeared, after which there 
is a succinct account of the. why and 
the wherefore of the present unity. 
‘The first section is familiar history, 
the second less so, and as this sec- 
tion is likewise by far the most 
important, it is with this alone that 
we purpose to deal. 

‘The reasons given by Mr. Harvey 
for the vastly improved relations 
between the two nations begin with 
that which must lie at the bottom 
of all true friendship, intimate 
knowledge. As our author tells us: 
“For one educated English gentle- 
man who, in the days of Palmerston, 
visited the United States. fur the 
purpose of studying their people and 
their institutions, such a tour is now 
undertaken .by scores, even by 
hundreds.” Inter-marriage has be- 
come very common, and the tendency 
on each side to ridicule the other 
has almost vanished. Then there iz 
the alzeady enormous but always 

wing trade connection. It.is on 
this, of course, that ‘the strongest 
“material” argument is to be based. 
If, as-is recognised, a quarrel .with 
Englavd would be disastrous to the 
United States, it is no less true that 
“the frieudship.of the United States 
has become of incomparable value 
to England.” Were British ports 
closed to Americau goods, by blockade 
for example, it would spell catastrophe 
to many of the exporters of the 
States, and “ never,” says Mr. Harvey, 
“without galling provocation, would 
we be prevailed upon to face sucha 
calamity.” Then follows astatement 
which is of present; importance in 
connection with. the question of 
contraband, The writer continues: 
“Neither would we fur a moment 
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allow Englanid’s enemies ‘to restrict 
our neutral right to furnish her witk 
requisite food-supplies and the raw 
material needed for her manufactures. 
Never would we submit to an attempt 
on the part »f the Continental Powers 
to make cotton and -breadstuffs con- 
traband of war.” So much for one 
side of the question, one in which both 
sides are almost equally interested, 
though we might suffer most were 
things otherwise. It is next shown 
where the friendship of John Bull is 
of vital import to Brother Jonathan, 
In no fewer than seven points are 
the United States now vulnerablé to 
strong uaval attack, “The day is 
far distant,” says the article, “when 
we shall be able to defend our trans- | 
marine possessions against France 
alone, much less against a coalition 
of France and Russia, or of Russia 
and Germany. The time may be 
near when we too may find an ally 
indispensable.” Much credit is given 
to Lord Salisbury for the part he 
played in bringing abou: this better 
state of affairs. Especially is he 
honoured for his tact in the Venez- 
uela case when “Mr. Cleveland’s 
unwarranted message” brought about 
a panic on the New York Stock 
Exchange. What the late Premier 
did is well-known, This is what Mr. 
Harvey says of ir: “This magnani- 
mous act of self-effacement in a high 
cause won the admiration of the 
American people, and the ardent 
pood will which it excited in their 
reasts extended from Lord Salisbury 
himself to their kindred over-seas‘ 
whose official representative he was,” 
Then cam» the Spanish war, and 
again the writer is in no doubt as 
to the truth of what has been ques- 
tioned more than once by interested 
parties. Quoting from the published 
testimony of Mr. Alger, Secretary for 
War in President Mokialey’s Cabinet, 
he says, referring to theCuban affai 
“Great Britain’ stuod conspicuous 
among the nations as our friend. 
Nor was her cordial sympathy 
neutral; but her whole attitude 
towards us was so unmistakably 
friendly that its influence in pre- 
venting what might otherwise have 
oceurred in the way of Europea 
intervention will never be capable of 
full measurement.” 

Englishmen have sometimes won- 
dered why. the United States weré 
so slow in reciprocating the warmer 
feelings so freely at their service, but 
it must not be forgotten that, it is 
much easier for the doer than for the 
sufferer of an ill deed to forget. Yet 
the writer thinks that, all things 
considered, the period of reconcilia- 
tion has been one of exceptional 
brevity. Anyhow, he says: ,“The 
genuine friendliness of the American 
people has been won. Englishmen 
may assume that without qualifica- 
tion we have come to believe 
that the English peuple tell the trath 

















when they want to be our friends. 
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Uilike Russia, which has lost Aime- 
rica’s best ‘will because her ‘acts ‘i 
Manchuria have continually belied 
her fair words in ‘St. ' Petersburg, 
England has nos missed an‘ oppor- 
tunity, while all these’ bubbles have 
been bursting, to demonstrate in’ the 
most effietive and practical manner 
that sincerity to which at last “we 
fovokly confess readiness to pin our 
ith.” 

The article concludes with the 
assertion that though’ the prodigal 
soa has no thought of coming home, 
he'is rendy to help his parent when 
necessary, and “to arcept and give 
freely of aid whenever and wherever 
and against whomsoever needed.” 





PORT ARTHUR. 


17th May. 


Tue Second Japanese’ Army, landed 
recently between Pitsewo' and ‘Cape 
‘Terminal under the command of 
General Baron Oku, has detached ‘a 
portion of its force for the reduction 
of Port Arthur. With 'the possibility 
of the Russian Baltic fleet getting 
out here some time this summer, 
the Japanese cannot afford merely to 
isolate Port Arthur and allow it: to 
perish of inanition, It is evidently 
to be attacked by sea and land, the 
Japanese having the ‘experience ‘of 
their war with China to guide them. 

The key of the land attack: on 
Port, Arthur is at Kinchou, the neck 
of the promontory on which Port 
Arthur and Dalny are situated. ‘This 
neck is something under two-and- 
a-half miles broad, and the two:roads, 
the southern one from Pitsewo ‘and 
the northern one from Pulantien 
(Port Adams), pass through the town 
of Kinchou. his is a walled town 
which in the war with China was 
tuken by the Japanese without the 
loss of a single life, and thénce’ the 
Tupanese passed on by the two roads, 
which diverged again, to the attack 
on the forts on the land side of Port 
Arthur. Since the Rissians obtained 
possesion of Port Arthur, they have 
fortified the neck of land at’ Kinchou. 
‘Their guns command the approach by 
land from’ the northéeast, and they 
also coniatind the approach by: land 
from the ‘south-west, towards Port 
Arthur. Owing to’ the shallowness 
of. Sociéty Bay, large’ men-of-war 
cannot get near ‘enough’ to bom- 
bard “Kinchou effectively from the 
north-west ; but there is ‘plenty of 
water in Taliénwan' Bay on the south- 
east, on which’ Dalny’'is situated, 
Plans were drawn some time ago for 
fortifying Talienwan Bay, including 
the constriction of a fort’ on'an “arti- 
ficial island in the entrance, which is 
nearly eight (nautical) ‘miles wide 
between West Entry’ Point ‘and: Pro- 
byn Head, but these plans have never 
been executed, and as ‘soon ‘as‘the 
torpedo-boats have’ ‘succeeded: in 
removing all the mines to'which the 
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Russians at the last moment confided 
the defence of Talienwan Bay, the 
Japanese men-of-war can steam in 
and bombard Kinchou at their ease. 
Recognising the defencelessness of| 
Dalny, the Russians have blown up 
their docks and wharves and aban- 
doned the proud city on which so 
many millions of roubles have been 
spent. ‘That Kinchou can maintain 
itself against a combined attack by 
sea and land is improbable; and 

. when it is once in the bands of the 
Japanese, the reduction of the Port 
‘Arthur forts, one by one, will pro- 
bably begin. Well as the Chinese 
fought in 1894, and they had a much 
Jnrger garrison than the Russians are 
snpposed to have, the capture of Port! 
‘Arthur was effected in five days, by 
the land forces alone, from the 17th 
to the 21st of Noveraber inclusive, at 
a total loss to the Japanese of 270 
hovs de combat, of whom only 18 
were actually killed in the fighting, 
though of course, as “ Vladimir” 
tells us, many afterward succumbed 
to their wounds. ‘The Chinese lost 
over a thousand killed, 

‘According to the Military Corres- 
pondent of the London “‘Tinies,” “a 
very interesting and significant piece 
of news was published a short time 
ago. General Dragomiroff, it is said, 
was summoned to the councils at the 
Russian capital after the dramatic 
events of the first week of hostilities, 
and was consulted upon the situation 
in the Far East. He is reported to 
have advised the evacuation of Port 
Arthur, both by the navy and the 
army, in order that a greater disaster 
might be prevented; the fact that 
this advice should have been tendered 
by a man of such first-rate ability as 
Dragomiroff was a very grave sign 
indeed, Although he has arrived 
ata'time of life when he must be 
considered past active work in the 
field, Dragomiroff remains by far the 
most original thinker in the Russian 
army, and one could name no other 
soldicr wearing the Czar's uniform 
with such keen perceptions or such 
an inborn genius for penetrating into 
the heart of a military question by 
the most direct road. It is not too 
much to say that the contributions 
of Dragomiroff to the military litera 
ture ofthe last quarter of a century 
are the most valuable and refreshing 
products of his country and his time 
in the study of the art of war. Any- 
thing that Dragomiroff thinks is 
worth hearing ; everything he says is 
certain to be expressed in the very 
bluntest and most homely terms. He 
is always fresh, original, direet, and 
fearless, and, though he confes:edly 
bases his ideas of war upon Suvaro- 
vian tactics and maxims, he is very 
far indeed from being a representa- 
tive of the old school, and there is 
probably no other officer of the Czar's 
army more widely read, more in 
tonch with the latest theories, and 








more schooled in all the best tradi- 


tions of the past masters of tke art of 
war.” 

General Dragomiroff’s advice was, 
of course, “energetically repudiated,” 
and the writer in the “Times” 
goes on to ask whether it was 
good or bad advice. It must be 
presumed that Dragomiroff was 
placed in possession of all the 
facts, and he must have come to 
the conclusion “that, given the 
known strength of the Japanese army 
‘and the extreme limit of resistance 
of Port Arthur to capture by starva- 
tion, there was no reasonable chance 
of relieving the town by the action of 
the field army within the requisite 
limit of time.” It must be remem- 
bered that the conditions are very 
much worse row for the Russians 
than they were when Dragom 
gave his unpalatable advice. There 
was a possibility then of withdrawing 
the garrison and the gi nd the 
valuable stores ; that y:ossibility ha 
disappeared with the capture of the 
railway by the Japanese and the 
evacuation by the Russians of Lower 
Manchuria. “The indications are that 
the Japanese wi! succeed in 1904 as 
they did in 1894. ‘The writer in the 
“Times” does not seem to have 
contemplated this, and the omission 
of this alternative makes his discus- 
sion of the subject by so much 
incomplete; but it is none the 
less interesting to consider his 
argument in the light of the 
events of the day, His conclusion 
is as_follows = f it be known at 
the Russian capital that Port Arthur 
must fall by famine before it can be 
relieved—and General Dragomiroff’s 
advice is not susceptible of any other 
explanation—then, qué moral result, 
the disaster is far greater to see all 
these men, ships, stores, and guns 
become the prize of the enemy than 
to see them removed or destroyed as 
part ofa deliberate scheme of national 
strategy, leaving no hostages to the 
enemy save the ruins of a fortress 
and the wreck of a fleet. Nor does 
the topography of the fortress offer 
any hope of containing an army of 
larger numbers than the garrison, 
On the contrary, only a small section 
has to be covered by the enemy's line 
of investment, and it is probable that 
the Russian garrison, at a pinch, 
could be held fast by far smaller 
numbers than it can muster within 
the fortress. Dragomiroff’s advice is 
thus absolutely sound, subject to the 
premisses which have been named. 

“But, that a proud military Em- 
pire could covsent to such a sacrifice 
was not to be expected for a moment. 
There never was any chance that this 
counsel of strategic perfection could 
secure acceptance. Neverthcle 
the Japanese are capable of waging 
successful war on a large scale on 
land, as their friends and admirers 
believe, and of ousting the Russians 
from their strong positions in ‘he 
Liao Valley, the’ memory of what. 






























Imight have been will recur, and 
Dragomiroff’s advice will be remem- 
j bered. 

; “I€General Kuropatkin is unable 
to resist the enemy and retreats to 
the north, it ia certain that Port 
Arthur will prove an entanglement 
far worse than Ladysmith. The adop-

precise geographical position 
of Port Arthur is “known to every 
schoolboy ” by this time. Newehwang. 
and Dalny have long been household 
words, and the Liao River has become 
a spot for not a few mental meander- 
ings. But in order to be prepared 
for the probable course of events in 
the near future, it is necessary to 
understand something of the physio- 
graphy of the inland region north-east 
of Newchwang, ‘The Russian wroops 
have been driven ont of Fénghuang- 
chéng (Phoenix City), about. forty 
miles northwest of the mouth of the 
Yalu, and have retired from New- 
chwang.

Haichéng means Sea-city, just as 
|Shanghai means Super-mare. Like 
Shanghai, the term Haichéng is an 
interesting instance of the Chinese 
| nomenclature of “ thereabouts.” Like 
Shanghai, it is situate on the tr-bu- 
tary of a river which flows into th» 
|sea, but instead of being fourteen 
miles away, it is a full forty from the 
coast. There is, however, a tradition 
that in the T'ang dynasty, the sea 
penetrated to its very walls, and 
hence the name of thecity, But the 
point which concerns the student of 
the situation is the fact that between 
Haichéng and Liaoyang is a flat 
country broken only by low hillocks 
called Saddles (Anshan). The Ja- 
panese land operations have hitherto 
been conducted amid hilly country, 
and “their difficulties on land are 
just beginning,” as a resident. in 
Mukden, familiar with the region, 
lately assured us.

Reports of 
extensive operations for defence on 
Loti sides of the lower reach of the 
Liao river have been numerous ; bat 
the wind of the Japanese landing at 
Pitsewo has blown the Russians away 
from Newchwang. ‘The excu-e for ail 
this is that it is Kuropatkin’s “ plan” 
to draw the Japanese on into the in- 
ter.or of Manchuria, and then over- 
whelm them. So General ‘Trochu 
had a “plan” in 1871, The great 

















and obvious objection to this reviv: 
of the campaign of 1812 is, that all 
these withdrawals are construed by 
ignorant people, who caunot grasp 
such amagnificent plan, as defeats, and 
the prestige of Russia suffers accord- 
ingly.

teen miles south: of Tashihchiao. 
This force is apparent'y intended to 
advance on Haichéng by the rail- 
way, and our Tientsin correspondent 
tells us that the Russian gunboat 
Sivoutch is to be blown up when 
the -Ru-sians finally leave New- 
chwang, which tbey have _pro- 
bably done by this time. It is 
shrewdly suspected that the Hung- 
hutze are to some extent under

If they are under no control, the 
foreign, residents at Newchwang 
may, we imagine, rely onthe British 
and American Admirals seeing to it 
that they are not left entirely un- 
defended if the Japanese troops pass 
them by on their way to Haichéng. 

Of Haichéng itself, which is some 
sixteen miles north of Tashihchiao, 
and thirty miles south of Liaoyang, 
“Vladimir” ‘says in his “China- 
Japan War,” that its importance 
lies in the fact that by its occupation 
the defence of Mukden at the formi- 
dable Motien Pass is destroyed, as 
that pass would be turned, as we 
have explained before, and the 
Japanese can approach directly’ by 
Linoyang, and the line Mukden- 
Liaoyang-Haichéng-Kaiping is cut 
in two; and as Haichéng'is a centre of 
roads radiating in every direction, the 
Japanese can advance and beat in 
detail their scattered adversaries. 
‘The town is surrounded by five hills. 
four of which were fortified by the 
Japanese’ when they cap'ured and 
occupied it in the previous war. 
These are: Tanwanshan, about 24 
miles S.W., Chingchiashan, xbout one 
mile W., Huanhsishan about one mile 
N,, and Shuanglungshan over one 
mile N.E, of the town. The fifth 
hill is unnecessary to the defence. 
“To the east and south of Haichéng’ 
the country is mountainous, but to 
the west and north there is a large 
plain with two hills N.N.E. of Hai- 
chéng. From the south, the New- 
chwang river runs in a north-westerly 
direction up to Haichéng, where it 
takes a sharp bend around Ching- 
chiashan and flows on almost due 
west to the Lino river. ‘Tanwanshan, 
Chingchiashan, Huanhsishan, and the 
two hills in the plain are almost in a 
line perpeudicular..to..the course of 
the river.” We shall soon know 
whether the’ Russians’ propose to 
avail themselves of the natural de- 
fences of Haichéng, or whether their 
intention is to make their first real 
stand at Liaoyang. 

Since the above was written, news 
has come that the Japanese, atter a 
comparatively stiff fight, in which 
their casualties amounted to 146, 
have captured the heights com- 
mauding Kinchou, making — the

After preliminary trials, which were 
thoroughly satisfactory, the party took 
tiffin at the Tartar General's yamén, In 
the afternoon extra trials were ordered 
with shrapnel and quick firing at.» longer 
range, and this also gave great satisfac- 
tion. ' The value of the recoil carriago was 
clearly demonstrated, as notwithstand- 
ing the rapidity with which the shel 
were fired, a single aim once taken sufti- 
cod to find the target time after time. 
Besides ordinary targets, others wore used 
representing columns of 120 men in 
marching order. ‘They were literally torn 
to pieces.

‘The Riot 

which occurred here yesterday was an 
uprising against the taxes imposed by the 
oficials. It was proj to establish a 
‘Market, and stop the small stands on the 
street, and also to introduce a new police 
force, somewhat after the foreign pattern. 
When it was attempted to introduce these 
innovations, some of the people rose in 
fury, and swept up to the foot of the hill 
where one of the quarters of the new 
police force was, setting fire to it, and in 
the mélée causing the death of several, 
and seriously wounding several. The 
police force with Mauser rifles fired into 
the attacking mob, but did not succeed in 
Griving them away. Report puts the num- 
ber of killed and injured at fourteen. 
Both sides suffered. Just about the time 
the erowd was at its worst, a heavy shower 
of rain came down, and the tens of thous- 
ands of people that were watching from 
the hills and house-tops more or less dis- 
persed, and the streets were quieter. 
Various rumours were afloat about the 
country people rising in every direction 
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jout rowdies coming from North of the 
river, etc., but-to-day; apart from the few 
soldiers seen stationed on the street, or 
passing up and down, and the closing of 
all the shops, nothing seoms to be going 
on. About noon to-day. an armed escort 
with an official came down the street and 
ordered all the shops opened. There. was 
no anti-foreign expression that could be 
seen among the people.

It has been most interesting during this 
trip to see here and there, in country seats 
and market-towns, schools of lower and 
intermediate grades building up. Every 
district city will apparently soon boast of 
a school, where Western lewrning is taught.

Whether the Chinese Government ac- 
copt Sir Robert Hart’s suggestions anent 
collecting 200 cash per mow from the 
land, is doubtful ; that it would be a good 
thing for the Goverment can be seer from 
tho fact that at present the officials by 
paying in silver save more then half he 
revenue for themselves. 


Its inequality. 
Another-reform-is connected with the 
quality of the land paying taxes. It may 
not be known’ to ‘all’ there is a goodly 
percentage of Chinese soil which the 
owners are ready to give away ; nay more, 
in some instances they are ready to make 
a present to the buyer of several tacls 
yer acre as an inducement to take the 
Jand off their hands! .

Yot the blessings of this somewhat late rain 
cannot be overestimated. 

Of matters’ that “afiect” our comfort and 
happiness, comes, next, in; importance the 
recent chariges in the 
Postal Tariff. 

It has long been evident that the inJand 
courier routes have not been paying their 
way by a long shot, and that could not 
be expected, ag. yet, for, seven) reasons :=— 

1.—Becuuse the Chinese Imperial Post 
Office outside the steam zone, will not 
receive and forward’ money. . Consequently 
the Native Postal Hongs have been able to 
give an ultimatum to their customers, the 
business men, that unless all their ‘patronage 
is given them, they will refuse to forward 
their silver. ‘The consequence has been that 
the Chinese Imperial Post Ottice is left out 
in the cold. ‘This is not the case hers only, 
but ali over. The moment the Chinese 
Imperial Post Ottice decides to issue money 
onders the native hongs will close up shop. 

.-Beoauso of the ilitaracy of the peopl 
at large and théir being so little given to 
travel, friendly correspondence is practically 
non ést,, and. bulsiness, correspondence is 
secured by the bongs as already mentioned. 
Newspapers hare only lately begun. to, be 
‘spread. But the new tarif makes the 
postage amount to half of the, subscription 
Price, and will put a stop to the increase 
of subscribers. 

3.—The slowness ‘of the Luinese to take 
to anything new. This he will only do 
if it pays him. At the former rates ‘it did 
in somo respects, very much 56; now it 
does not, the native hongs taking’ his books 
and parcels ‘considerably cheaper. 

How the Foreigners take it. 
‘All our papers, books, parcels, and 
riodicals from foreign countries, though 
being fully prepaid according to imter- 
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‘national tariff, bear postage stamps to 
‘the amount of one-half of the original 
postage. ‘The rise in books and printed 
matter is to twenty-four cents per Ib. as 
against four cents before, ie., from Shang- 
lai bere, And the inconsistency of it. 
Shanghai to Hankow is four cents per lb., 
‘Hankow to Fancheng is eight cents per lb., 
but Shanghai to Fancheng is twenty-four 
conts per Ib. Can any rational ven, . 
us why it should come only half as dear to 
take it up by stages, as to take it right 
through? 

‘The New Learning 

has caused a great demand for books. To 
meet this demand we have started a book 
store, and taken up hundreds of dollars’ 
worth of books during this winter. But at 
the rate of 240 cash per pound of books, 
wo cannot keep on. We must either revert 
to the old way by native hongs, or take by 
freight, And yet as far as possible we 
wish to stick by the Chineso Imperial Post 
Office for the look of the thing. The 
Native Hongs are Jubilant 

as it is, If the foreigners deserted tho 
Chinese Imperial Post Office they would 
lave things all their own way. We non 
‘that some changes will be made ere long, 
that will meet the requirements of the case. 
How was it possible for tho revisers of the 
tariff to miss such a businesslike as well as 
national idea. as that of ising tho taxiff 
for the whole country, making it a higher 
one, but leaving it a uniform ono!

Our Proviucial  Connnander-in-Chief, 
General Hsia, has gone down to Wuchang 
to confer with the Viceroy. An exchange 
of magistrates has taken place, Mr. Tang 
exchanging places with Mr. Wang of Chuin- 
chou. ‘The latter is an amiable gentleman. 
He made calls on all the foreign residents, 
immediately upon his arrival.

‘The New Postal Regulations 

have beon in operation for some time 
now—long cnongh for those who patronise 
the post ‘to get a taste of tho blessing 
conferred upon them by the new régime. 
Apparently the tasto is a bitter one. 
We have heard of a class of lawyers who 
“could not read their own writing when 
it was cold,” and we have out very 
serious doubts as to whether the wise 
I. G. can decipher his new “zones” and 
distinguish one from another now 
that the ink has dried. Tt is enough to 
puzzle the most astute geographer to 
fix and keep in mind for 24 hours 
the lines between the zones— 
provincial,” “inland-inter-pro} 
ter-rone-provineial,” 
provincial,” &e. Is he trying to imitate 
the German language by adding in- 
crement to increment to make long words 
and confuse the people, or what is he 
after? An old doggerel runs thus: 
“ Multiplication is vexation, division is 
as bad. The rule of threo it puzzlos me, 
and fractions drive me mad.” The I. G's 
problem may be pronounced one in 
compound fractions. What is the object 
of the post? It is more than intimated 
that revenue is the end in view. The 
result is likely to be “mad” outside 
and loss inside; for when a man has to 

















Pay $3.50 for what a little later the old 
post would have brought him for $0.50 as 
reported in one of your recent issues, 
the latter is likely to be re-patronised. 
To obtain revenue may be all right 
as an ultimate object, but his net will 
not catch the fish—it will only frighten 
them away. No sensible man or govern- 
ment expected to gain that object by 
one big jump, or even by a “run hop- 
step-and-jump,” or by such a perplexing 
system, but by cheapness and simplicity, 
and making the whole thing attractive. 

Again, what is the object of the pos 
It is to encourage correspondence ; foster 
intercourse between all parts of the land; 
educate the people up to realising its 
need ; to make communication sure, safe, 
rapid, cheap ; in a word to make it so 
attractive that each and all, however 
poor or wealthy, educated or ignorant, 
will desire and feel compelled as it were 
to write to absent friends, and make new 
ones, and learn the conditions in other | 
places, and enlarge the range of know- 
ledgo and information. This is not the 
work of a day or a year, but when it is 
done the revenue will come, for every one 
will add a small increment in an in- 
creasing ratio.

England has got beyond the self-support- 
ing point in its post ; the United States 
with its wide domain, widely separated 
towns, villages, and isolated dwellings, 
continually adding new routes, and 
extending rural delivery, has made won- 
derful progress towards the goal since 
the reducing process from 25 cents to 2 
cents began, and still she is oxtending 
her system at the low rate. China may 
woll take a lesson froin esporicnve, not 
its own and a wise man is ever ready to 
acknowledge und rectify a mistake. Possi- 
bly anincrease from 1 to 2 cents might be 
well and parvels in proportion but not: 
more, now that the I. P. is beginning to 
find favour, but let it be one rate through- 
out the realm, and simple and cheaj 
the wisest course is to keep to the cheap 
rate and wait for revenue. The general 
cry is, “Please, Sir Robert, don’t hinder, 
but help us to extend our range of 
vision.” 

The Spring 

has been rather late and unusually wet 
for this part of the country, and has con- 
tinued chilly to a degree. Even yet one 
has to keep a small fire going, especially 
morning and eveningand insunless rooms, 
or else have a wrap of some sort around 
all the time. Just now we are having a 
succession of high winds, which makes 
getting about far from pleasant. 

The War. 

According to reports received last even- 
ing an important battle has been fought 
ou the Yalu, resulting in a very heavy loss 
to the Russian troops, and even more to 
Russia's prestige. What with losses in 
connection with all the fighting thus far, 
cruel treatment of the. Chinese, lack of 
regard for the rights of neutrals, and 
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gross misrepresentation of the daily oc- 
Currences of the war, she has no prestige 
left which does her any honour. The 
sooner the Bear crawls back into his hole 
and closes the door behind him in sure 
token of permanent hibernation, the more 
advantage to all parties concerned, him- 
self included.

‘Tokio, th May. 
The Yalu Operations. 

May—the month of the * Boys’ day ”— 
issaid to bea lucky month for Japan 
and to have been the dato of numerous 
Japanese successes against the forsign 
invader of the past. Whatever influence 
these associations may have had it is 
most certain that the Japanese “ boys” 
had a brilliant May day this year across 
the Yalu, where they splendidly begun 
their task of rolling up the Muscovites 
towards theit base. ‘The forward move- 
ments of the Japanese First Army under 
General Baron Kuroki, by way of effect- 
ing the passage of the Yalu, commenced 
on the 26th of April. 


The First Objective 

was the sceupation of Kiulionchéng, a 
walled city, but in order to take 
this it was necessary to storm and 
carry the surrounding highlands where 
eight guns (9}-cent.) commanded the 
town. At dawn on the Ist inst., the 
army, supported by strong artillery, com- 
menced an attack on these high’ posi- 
tions, and by half-past eight, so well were 
the operations executed, these fortified 
hills were rushed aud the enemy was 
flying. 
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Crossing the River. 

As to the passage by the Twelfth Di- 
vision to Sukuchin, it must be remember- 
ed that the bed of the Yalu in the 
vieinity of Wiju is occupied by a group 
of islands, and that by these its stream is 
divided into three branches, all of which 
have to be crossed. The key of the 
whole position is the highland on an 
island called Husan (Tiger's Hill), which 
lies near tho northern bank of 
the river nearly opposite to Sukuchin, 
So long as Husan remained in the enemy's 
hands and so long as its artillery was 
posted there, any attempt to pass a large 
foree over the stream must have been 
highly perilous and conld hardly hi 
succeeded, at all events without heavy 
loss. 

The General Programme 
adopted by General Kuroki was that 
during the 29th April, the Second (Sendai) 
Division under Lieut-General Baron 
Nishi (below Wiju) should cross to 
the island of Keumchong which lies 
nearest to the southern bank at that 
side, there to prepare for bridging tho 
middlo branch of the stream, which 
in this position would separate it from 
the middle island Cheung-sang. Siraul- 
taneously the Guard Division under Lieut. 
Gouoral Baron Hasegawa (ubove Wiju) 
was to pass to Kulido Island and 
similarly prepare for bridging the central 
branch of the river. The Second and 
Guards Divisions, thus posted, advanced 
on either side of the main road which 
traverses the Yalu islands from Wiju 
to Kiulienchéng. Meantime the Twelfth 
Division, during the night of the 29th 
st., had bridged the branch of the 
river immediately Lefore Sukuchin, to 
which 1 referred above, but thereafter 
throughout the 29th the Division re- 
noained inactive, waiting until the opera- 
tions on either side of Wiju had developed 
sufiiciently to be a pressing menace to 
the Russians, ‘This state of affairs having 
ived towards evening, the Twelft! 






































ar 
Division crossed and reached x position 
in the rear of the Tiger's Hill (Husan). 





‘the night of the 29th of April passed 
with the ‘Three Divisions in these posi- 
tions. Atdawn of the 30th the three Divi- 
sions resumed operations. ‘The Twelfth 
Division took the lead in point of time 
by taking Tiger's Hill, thus converting 
the passage of the last branches of the 
river above and below Wiju into a com- 

aratively easy performance. The artil- 
Fory on both sides was largely brought 
into activity on this day, On the night 
of the 30th the Japaneso were all posted 
on tho north side of the river. The 
‘Twelfth Division however, had still before 
ita stiff task. It had to cross the River 
‘Ai, a tributary of the Yalu which runs 
detween the latter and Kiulionchéng. The 
Muscovites had entronched themselves on 
the right—Kiulion—bank of the river, 
and apparently presumed that the 
Japanese could only cross the stream 
upon the completion of _ bridging. 
Novertheless, the Japanese, advancing 
yainst the enemy over a front of 
five iniles in skirmishing order, suc- 
cessfully crossed the Ai-ho by wading 
through the wator up to their armpits. 
By 8.50 a.m. this serious obstaclo had: 
beon traversed uudl seven entronchments { 
of the Russians on the Yushikau and j 
Makau heights captured, together with ! 
eight guns. By these encircling move- 
ments, the twelfth Division then found 
itself on the left rear of the enemy at 
Kiulien, while the other Divisions—the 
Second and Guards—were marching on 
its right. The three Divisions attacked 
the placo simultaneously. Apparently 
































the Russians had artillery posted in the 
immediate neighbourhood, for, when the 
position was stormed, twenty guns were 
captured together with twenty officers 
and many men. 

The Navy Helps. 

‘These brilliant operations by the land 
froces depended to some extent upon 
the harmonious co-operation of the 
Naval Detachment, under Rear-Admiral 
Hosoya. 

Antunghsien 

General Kuroki left severely alone, as 
it became necessarily untenable on the 
fall of Kiulienchéng. It is down stream 
from Kiulien. A naval party with 
an armed steam-launch reached on 
Sunday forenoon (the Ist inst) a point 
below Antung, where they had a success- 
ful engagement with the enemy without 
any casualties, According to the natives, 
the Russians set Antung on fire and 
rotired. 


Summing up the Victory. 

‘The whole of the operations in conuec- 
tion with the passage of the river and the 
‘occupation of the opposite highlands were 
carried through on established principles 
of warfare. The success was largely due 
to the overwhelming superiority of the 
Japanese artillery, coupled with the 
valuable local knowledge obtained in the 
war with China. The Russian field 
artillory is armed with French guns, 
firing twenty rounds a minute. Each 
battery consists of six guns and therefore 
discharges 120 shells a minute. The 
calibre is 9.5-cent., but the gun labours 
under the disadvantage of being too 
weighty. According to official reports! 
the Russian front consisted of 48 piecos 
of which the Japanese captured 28. 
On the Japanese si there was the 
Arisaka field-gun, which corresponds in 
many respects to the German field piece, 
and there were some heavier guns which 
reached the estuary of the Yalu oversea 
on the 27th of April, and wore dragged to 
tho base by 500 horses, if I learn aright. 
The Pursuit. 

‘A later official report states that the 
Russians made a stubborn resistance to 
the Japanese pursuit and the casualties 
of the victors were increased by’ 300 in 
consequence. Two batteries of Russian 
artillery lost nearly all their horses and 
men before they raised the white flag. 
‘They had previously broken the breech- 
closing apparatus of their guns. There 
wero many instances of individual bravery 
on the part of the enemy. Liout.-Genoral 
Kachtalinski, commanding a Division, 
the commanders of the Iith and 12th 
Rogiments of Rifles, and a battalion’ 
Major, among other high officers, were 
killed, according to the definite’ state 
ment of one of the officers taken prisoner. 
‘Tho prisoners cousist of a lieut.-colonel 
and thirty officers of whom ten are not 
wounded, aud 300 mon of whom 200 aro 
uninjured. 

Inperial Appreciation. 

Un the 2nd inst. H.M. telegraphed the 
following message of congratulation -— 

“We are deeply gratified at the wa: 
in which the First Army and the c 
operating Naval Detachment, by their 
woll-considered plan of action, effected 
a forved passage ovor tho Yalu and dealt 
the enemy a heavy blow, notwithstanding 
the fact that that river forms a defence 
of great natural strength and whose 
strength was much relied upon by the 
enemy. The task that lies before Our 
officers and men demands still greater 
efforts on their part, and it is Our wish 
and trust that they will prove themselves 
equal to it.” 























The Crown Prince, the President of 
the General Staff, and the Ministers of 
War and Marino also telegraphed con- 
gratulations to General Kuroki. Tho 
General replied to the Emperor's message 
as follows :— 

“We, Your Majesty's humble servants, 
aro deeply impressed by Your Majesty's 
gracious Message regarding the Yalu 
engagement. The victory of our Army 
was alone duc to the illustrious virtue of 
Your Majesty. Taking to heart Your 
Majesty's gracious injunction’ as to our 
future conduct, it shall be our constant 
endeavour to serve Your Majesty with 
increased assiduity.”

Press Opinions. 

‘The Tokio newspapers express koon 
geati n at this signal suocess on land, 
though they warn against over-sanguine- 
ness. ‘They observe that the moral effect of 
the victory is greater than its material con- 
sequence. It will nerve the Japanese army 
and increase the enthusiasm of its ad- 
vance, while batting the croakers who 
insisted that Japan might succeed on the 
sea but had no chanco at all on land. 
From whatever point they are viewed, 
the Yalu operations constitute a great 
and complete triumph for Japan. 
Goneral Kuroki’s dispositions were admir- 
able. The movements of his troops wero 
excellently synchronised. It is noticeable 
that from the modesty and restraint of the 
Tapanese reports it is never necessary to 
discount the news received, each report 
indeed leaving room for the fair assump- 
tion that the victory to be claimed 1 
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greater than the account given of it. 


‘Two Misfortunes. 

The Russian raid on Gensan, the sinking 
of the small merchantman Goyo Maru, 
subsquent loss of the transport 
Kinshiu Maru came as severe shocks to 
the Japanese, The Kinshiu was guarded 
by two Japanese torpedo boats, but at 
the time of the mishap they wero shelter- 
ing behind an island owing to a dangerous 
fog and so Jost company with her. ‘The 
torpedo boats arrived at Gonsan to find 
tho Kinshin overdue, and thon hastonod 
back but too late. ‘Tho erows stampod 
the decks with chagrin and thon rendered 
assistance in rescuing the survivors from 
the transport. It appears from Admiral 
Kamimura’s report that he left Gensan 
on the 23rd ult with his cruiser (eet 
intending to proceed to Viadivostock, but 
the further ho steamed tho more densely 
he became enveloped in fog. For three 
days he was unable to take any bearings, 
and during the greater part of that time 
he could not even discern the vessels of 
his squadrov. On this account he re- 
tured to Gensan on the 26th April, but 
it was in this interval that the Goyo 
Maru and the.Kiushiu Maru were suuk, 
the former on the afternoon of the 25th 
and the latter at midnight of the same .

Heroic Death. 

The act of sélf-destruction by the 
soldiers on the Kinshiu Maru may not 
only. be justified, but will give them high 
rank among those dauntless heroes whom 
history éxtols. Their death will havo 
a, practical effect. also as is pointed 
out by .a Yokohama paper. “Japan 
is engaged in, a struggle against a 
gist antagonist, who, in the conscious- 
ness of possessing supreme strength, 
despises her as a foo. Russia’s haughty 
contempt, which was the. primary cause 
of the war, will, so lony-as it -lasts;: be.» 
potent factor in her determination to 
continue it. Any deed, therefore, which 
is calculated to open her eyes as. tothe 
real charactor of the nation which she 
has provoked into war is, directly caleu- 
lated to :mako.for peace in thé more 
speedy conclusion of the strife. The 
world at large, in spite of Russia’s recent 

st that sho will brook no interference 
with her designs, will have very much to 
say as to how long the war will be allowed 
to-continue, and what must be the terms 
of peace. .No, the men who went. down 
with the Kinshia have. by no means died 
in vain,” 

The doomed soldiers. fired a last 
volley, shouted “banzais” for the 
Emperor and for Japan.and then went 
down resolutely. They had removed 
their shoulder straps that the Rus- 
sians should not know the regimental 
mimber, and burned all their important 
documents. ‘The last volley was so severe 
that ‘the Russians could not approach 
within’ 220 yards, A Sergoant-major 
committed “ harakiri” facing the Russian 
ship and several men followed his 
example. The Kinshiu was then hit by a 
soconit torpedo in her engine room and 
sank, being divided in two. 


A Perplexity. 

‘The ‘Japaneso journals regurd the in- 
cident as an unfortunate but petty affair, 
for which any country at war must be 
prepared: Land forces are powerless at 
sea, and these men were aware of the fact. 
‘Their last-act may be read as.a message 
to their country that so long as Japan 
has such warriors she has nothing to 
fear. The papers are, however, per- 
plexed by the conduct of Commander 
Mizoguchi and Paymaster lida, who 
seem to have proceedéd at’ orice to the 
Russian ship and to have remained 
there. [t is supposed that they went 
with ‘the object of saving life and that 
the Russians immediately made’ prisoners 
of them, but among the comments evoked 
by their action it is easy to detect a 
note of dissatisfaction that they too did 
not choose death. Such a regret will 
give food for thought to philosophic 
observers. It illustrates vividly the 
difference betwoen Occidental and Japan- 
ese views of death. Commander Mizo- 
guchi isa younger brother of Count 
Mizoguchi, ex-Daimio of Niigata province. 
For the Russians this has been one— 
their fitst—stroke of good luck. ‘They 
mbit have been very close to Japanese 
men-of-war during tho night of the 
25th—26th. Probably nothing ‘but the 
heavy fog’averted an encounter, and the 
fog was essentially an accident. 
Unstable Corea. 

‘At Seoul these mishaps.to the Japanese 
forces were magnified into the arrival of 
a Russian fleet to capture Gensan and 







































the complete destruction of all Japanese 
property in Eastern Corea, with expulsion 
of all Japanese subjets. For the moment 


the Russophil party was in the ascendant 
and representative members were receiv- 
ing official appointment. The news of the 
Yalu operations changed all that again. 
Chinese in Corea. 

The Chinese Governmgnt has recently 
sent an appreciative message to the 
Foreign Office here throngh Mr. Uchida, 
Japanese Minister at Peking, requesting 
the Tokio authorities to convey the.above 
Government's thanks to Mr. Hayashi, 
Japanese Minister at Seoul, for the pro- 
tection extended by the latter to‘ Obifiése 
subjects in Corea, who, sinco the ont- 
break of the war, have thus been able to 
peacefully follow their work. 


Religious Tolcration. 

Count Katsura has recently, addressed 
an interesting message to the Mukuin 
Domeikai (Gospel Mission), desiring that 
throngh them it may be conveyed to the 
general body of Christians in Japan. The 
Premier says in effect that the present 
war bas no racial or religious significance 
whatever. It his been undertaken’ solely 
to secure the safety of Japan and the 
tranquillity of the Far East. - Nothing 
would be more incongraous or unfortunate 
than that difference of nationality or 
éreed should create any ‘troubles in 
connection with the conflict or engender 
any suspicions: Every possible care had’ 
been taken by the Government to pre- 
vent this, but complet~ success could not: 
be claimed in view of the idle ruméurs 
circulated to the detriment of the Greek 
Church converts. No official efforts 
would, however, be spared to avert 
complications. 











INDIA.

Lord Curzon. 

The period of Lord Curzon’s tenure of 
office draws rapidly to a close. Amazing 
push and energy have characterised “his 
régime, and many wearied officals look now 
for an interval of rest.

‘The ‘Tibetan affair is yet 
in initial stages, and we fervently hope 
that its present gloomy aspect will brighten, 
and that the event will in the end justify 
‘the present strong metisures taken to secure 
peice and prosperity on our borders. The 
passing of two important’ Bills,—and some 
say, the most important of late years—the 
Universities and Ancient Monuments Bills, 
rounds off appropriately. the; Vicezoy's..pre-: 
sent official career. His Excellency sarries 
with him the heartfelt wishes of this 
country, for his welfare whilst in England, 
and a speedy return to our midst restored 
to health and strength. 
‘The Moharram. 

‘This great Mahomedan festival has 
received a check in Bombay this year owing 
to adverse feeling between the two great 
‘Mahomedan sects, tho Sunnis—ie., fol-

There, in his site carriage, on a siding a 
few.miles from his capital, the Nizam and 
his atiendanta feasted on' the fat of the 
land, with all the indifference of an Eastern 
potentate to the fact that his subjects: were 
groaning under the rigour of famine in 
many of his dominions, and all: the 
officials of State high and low, were looking 
in vain for their solaries. It was calmly 
announced that none could be paid, because 
the treasury wos empty, and would not be 
replenished ‘until His’ Highness. himself 
artived to receive his rents and revenues. 

An Imperial Customs Service for 


India. 

More than a year ago, a proposil emanat- 
ing from the Bengal Chamber of Commeroo, 
was addressed to the Government of India, 
proposing "tip" creation of an’ Tnperal 

‘service for India, After lengthy 
consideration, the scheme has been adopted, 
and Government proposes to appoint 
Customs officers at all the principal ports 
of India. ‘They will combine in one service 
the appointments of Collector of Customs at 
Calcutta, Madras, Bombay, Rangoon, 
Karachi' and’ Chittagong, the’ fifteen As- 
sistant Collectors at these ports, and the 
posts of Superiatendents of the Preventive 
Service at Galeutta. and Bombay., It is con- 
sidered that the objects in view cannot be 
attained unless the new service is directly. 
administered by the Supreme Government, 
but it is not proposed to dissociate the local 
governments from Customs administration. 
Recruitments for this new establishment, 
and location of officers selected, will probably 
be arranged at home. 

Tibet. 

‘Tho fight at Guru has at least removed 
the slur of being cowardly from the, here- 
tofore inert ‘Tibetans. ‘From very, early 
ages these hardy mountainears. were com 
sidered, with the Afghans and Afridis, to 
be famous fighters, but up to date it has 
seemed that this was another fond 
illusion of antiquity, which a. closer acquain- 
tance with the people was dispelling. “The 
fight on Sist March has shown, howover, 
that wretched as their weapons are, there 
is no want of courage among the Tibetans 
when it comes to blows; even when half 
their foree of 1,500 was dead, dying, or 
captured in the terrible engagement with 
our troops, the survivors who surged through 
the Sikhs in the rear, disdained ‘to run. 
Slowly and sullenly ‘they filed away ond 

z over the snow-clad mountain 
ridges, leaving behind. them an impression 
of. savage desperate determination, which 
Will, not. easily . be effaced... The Depon, 
the Lhassa General, who. appears..to have 
first. shot, | with: the, whole. of his 
‘and five high officials, is among the 

This. much-deplored event will at 

yuaint thi wild people with the 
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effect of modern weapons, which they have 
encountered seriously for the first time 

and also with tho humane treatment they 

may expect from our troops, for the wounded 
‘ibetans were treated with every skill and 
Kindness. Many were carried into our camp 
after their wounds had been dressed in the 
field, and accepted willingly the cigarettes 
and other comforts pressed upon them by 
our mex, though unable or unwilling to 
express their gratit 
Health and Weather. 

‘The 1 it haunts us still, ‘The 
mortahty has increased in Bombay, the 
‘Panjab and other infected areas, as it often 
does after an apparent lull, and before the 
finat subsiding which coincides with the 
hot weather, ‘The result bas been an un- 
precedenced scarcity of labour in Bombay, 
where every olfort is being mado to attract 
the population of the chief labour centres, 
by systematically conveying the knowledge 
that there is plenty of remunerabive emptoy- 
ment in Bombay, and by building temporaty 

, quarters in healthy sections of the city. 
‘Phere are now encouraging signs that the 
annual abatement of the severity of the 
‘plague has seb in. ‘The hot weather is 
Deginning in earnest, the heat in Upper 
India being abnormal; sudden thunder- 
storms have looally allayed the intense 
sultriness, but have caused some damage in 
the shape of heavy floods which, however, 
subside almost as quickly as they rise. 
‘Theso tropical rains, as well as the damage 
caused to flocks and crops, occasion much 
inconvenience to travellers in a country 
like this, largely intersected by bridgeless 
rivers. ‘Unless we are bound to some 
favoured spot selected by Government as 
tho home of the “Heaven-born” for the 
hob weather, which can usually bo reached 
by train, wo must, in escaping from the

Frocks and Frills 

‘April is par exvellence the Avess- 
maker's month. nring the winter, 


especially if the weather is as dull and 
dreary as the past winter has been, o 
good fur coat and a couple of woll-cut 
failor-made gowns usually serve for most 
funetions, but a few brigat sunshiny 
days set one longing for moro festive 
attire, hence « sudden rush for chiffons. 
From’ “Church parade” and a fow of 
the new pieces at the theatres one can 
form a very fair idea of what is going 
to be worn. Already it ident 
that if one wishes to be fashionably 
gowned economy must be set aside, 
fe all the new modes are costly in 
the extreme; some of them are 
exceedingly beautiful, though a few I 
hhave seen are so exaggerated as to be 
almost ugly. ‘There can be no doubt 
{hat for the moment the plain skirt has 
ceased to exist in the wardrobe of the 
“smart” woman, The short skirt also 


















































reserved entirely for early morning 
wear and then it must be made cither 
with wide box pleats (generally put 
into a pointed hip yoke) or “sun-ray 
pleated.” ‘These sun-ray skirts will 
evidently still be much worn and they 
fate really very graceful, if well hung. 
I saw a charming model recently made 
‘of champagne-coloured face cloth. The 
skirt was pleated into a deep hip yoke 
of coarse cream guipure lace, lined with 
silk of the same tint as the cloth, the 
little bolero coat was of the same lace 
and the sleeves were of sun-ray kilted 
cloth but reached only to just below the 
elbow, showing a slip of cream ring net, 
the sleeves of which were exceedingly 
full. The hat worn with this costume 
was of tuscan straw, the brim being 
draped with a wido piece of Ince which 
was caught up behind and then fell in a 
loose bow; one side, which was raised 
with a bandean, revealed a largo flat 
rosctte of forget-me-not. blue satin, and 
the crown, which was high and of the 
jam pot order, was trimmed with a wide 
band of forget-me-nots and their leaves, 
put on quito stiflly as one would put on a 
sailor band. These tight bands of 
flowers round the crowns of hats are quite 
the most fashionable kind of trimming. 
Five tiny rows of roses in graduated 
shades will be much w also narrow 
ruches of frayod-out silk put on 
in the same manner, but I doubt if 
the lace draperies will go through 
the summer as already“ Harriet” 
may be seem on Hampstead Heath 
with two yards of black net (which 
probably cost 634. a yard) twisted round 
her tlewer-hedecked toque and hanging 
down holow her waixt behind—it is quite 
enrions how quickly the fashion has 
caught on among the costor elnss. 

As the sumer advances linen garments, 
will bo immensely popular—a new soft 
linen has been introduced which claims 
to be uncrushable, it also seoms lighter 
than the old make, which to my mind 
was always too heavy for a really hot day. 
Tam told that for vory smart occasions 
white linen with au appliquéd design of 
coloured linen as trimming will be much 
seen—itsoundsextremely pretty. Imagine 
a white linen holero coat and well-gored 
skirt with a design in palo green loaves. 
embroidered on it—the leaves would be 
appliquéd on in button-hole stitch with 
white flourishing thread and the veins 
could be indicated with French knots. 
Or champagne-coloured linen with a 
white design appliquéd on with black 
thread and dotted with black dots would 
look charming and be uncommon. For 
wearing with linen skirts nothing is 
prettier than slips of French lawn, trim- 
med either with narrow hand-made 
lace or drawn thread work. This latter 
work is most fashionable, and such a 
pretty kind of faney work, though to be 
satisfactory, it must be done in a frame. 
I have seen some beautiful work lately: 
done on tussore with white silk; if lined 
with chiffon it forms the prettiest trim- 
ming imaginable. I also saw a most 
exquisite blouse made of white Japanese 
silk (of @ really good quality); the yoke 
and collar and cuffs were of drawn 
thread work done in eau de nil green 
silk, but the pattern was so fine that it 
looked almost like cobwebs. I was told 
that there was a month’s hard work in it, 
but the effect was so charming that I am 
sure the wearer felt the time had not 
been ill spent. 

‘As regards the favourite colour of the 
season I notice that I seem to have 
mentioned “champagne” more than 
onco, and unquestionably it will still 
in favour, though I think a good, 






































deal of * oyster grey” will likewise be 
seen—for the country it will be charm: 
ing or for very smart qccasions in town, 
Dut it is so delicate that I doubt its 
looking its best for more than one day 
in smoky London. In face cloth it 
hasa lovely pearly sheen, which is per- 
fectly exquisite and equally evanescent. 

Of all the season’s garments I think 
perhaps those for evening wear promiso 
tobe the most costly and beautiful. ‘The 
day of the silk or satin frock has quite 
departed for the present at least; during 
the winter a good many velvet gowns 
were seen and very beautiful some of 
them were, more ‘especially the material 
known as ‘velvet mousseline,” which 
was quite thin and soft and hung beanti- 
fully. Now, however, all materials are 
of the thinnest and daintiest description 
possible. For those who can afford 
it hand-painted chitfon is lovely, but 
a machine-printed variety (really 
very well done) has considerably 
damaged its popularity, and I think plain 
chiffon, hand-embroidered, with raised 
chiffon flowers, will be more seon at the 
coming Courts. For less pretentious 
occasions net will be more worn than 
anything. I saw a charming net dress the 
other day which I thought looked smart 
enough for any occasion. It was black, 
with just a ring on it, made up on lime 
green silk ; the skirt was composed of 
five flounces, each one edged with three 
rows of satin ribbon of graduated widths, 
but all very narrow ; these were carried 
into a hip yoke of cream guipure, but th 
guipure was partly composed of bunch 
‘of groen grapes made of plush; the 
bodies, which was simply draped, | was 
trimmed with rows of satin ribbon pnt 
on in groups of three rows to match the 
skirt and finished at the neck with a piece 
of the guipuro trimming, the bunches of 
grapes falling over the black net with 
most becoming effect. One of the pret- 
tiest stago dresses I have seen lately is 
the evening gown worn by Miss Irene 
Vanbragh in tho second act of “ His 
Excellency the Governor.” It is eom- 
posed of old China blue chiffon over white 
‘lk and trimmed with silver embroidery, 
into which tiny pink chiffon roses aro 
introduced. ‘The skirt is long and very 
full and has three wide ruches on it, tho 
top one being about half-way up. ‘The 
draped hostice, which is finished with the 
silver ombroidery, has a most dainty 
tucker of spotted net inside it and the 
sloeves are quite short, consisting only of 
ruches of the chiffon with deop not frills 
below. Mrs. George Alexander has the 
reptitation of being one of the best- 
gowned women in London. I chanced to 
meet her a few evenings ago and thought 
her dress charming. It was a golden 
fawn peau de soie. ‘The skirt was plain 
in front, gathered slightly ovor the hips, 
but very full behind, where it mist 
cortainly have had the assistance of a 
dress improver of some kind to hold its 
out.

MISS WINIFRED 
CURREY’S VOCAL 
RECITAL. 


The reputation that Miss Currey 
brought with her to the Far East as a 
vocalist, confirmed by the recital which 
she gavo last year at the Country Club, 
had naturally Ted to the highest expecta- 
tions being formed by those who went to 
hear her again on the 12th. The cir- 
cumstances, too, under which she is 
paying Shanghai another brief visit 
added to the interest of the evening, and 
she was greeted by a well-filled theatre. 
Her audience came primarily, of course, 
to hear Miss Currey again; but the 
charm of the evening was, that of the 
eight numbers of the programme, the 
four that were contributed by amateurs 
were in every way of as high a class 
as the two that opened and the 
two that closed the two parts. Miss 
Currey has a very good voice, not parti- 
cularly strong oF full, but very sweet and 
sympathetic in its middle’ and lower 
registers. She has not very much 
dramatic power, and of the eleven songs, 
in German, Italian, French, and English, 
which she gave, the most pleasing of all 
was Saint Saens’ setting of Victor Hugo's 
“Reverie.” Sho sings with the greatest 
case, the result of high training, she 
enunciates admirably, and her voice is as 
fresh at the end of the programme as at 
the beginning, so that it is an unmixed 
pleasure to hear her. ‘The two opening 
songs by J.S. Bach and Hiindel suited 
her least well ; her singing of Chaminade’s 
“Partout ou Vamour a passé” was dolici- 
ous, aud so was her rendering of “ My 
Love has come.” Notably good, too, was 
Schumann's “ Waldegesprich.” | Her 
companiments were exquisitely played by 
Mrs. Gerecko and Mrs. Cochrane. Both 
these ladies are highly accomplished 
pianists, as their duet for two pianos, 
given to roal perfection, “Le Révour” 
and “ Vulso” by Areusky, proved once 
more; but both are artists as well 
and ‘aro above being tempted to 
draw the attention of the audience from 
the singer's vocalisation to their playing. 
Mr. Meyer delighted the audience with 
threo songs, the “ Abendstern” from 
Wagner's *Tannhiiusor,” into which he 
threw plenty of dramatic force, Oluf’s 
romance of “Elverskud,” by Niels 
Gade, an old Dan'sh folk-song, his ren- 
dering of which might have been a little 
more sympathetic; and Bemberg’s “ A 
Toi,” which was really handsomely sung.

1—That Austria and Hungary. are 
separate States.

G—Thai there is an Austrian ands 
Hungarian Capital—Vienna and Buda- 
pest. As the Emperor of Austria, the 
sovereign lives six months of the year in 
Vienna, and as the King of Hungary six 
months in Budapest. 

5.—That the two States are quite inde- 
pendent of one another, the Army and 
Navy only being common to both. ‘There 
is no Austrian Army or Navy in existence, 
any more than there is an English army: 
or Navy. At the same time I might also 
state that no one recognises an Austrian 
Consulate or Legation, but only an “Aus- 
tro-Hungarian.” 

6.—Roferring to your telegram of this 
morning. ‘Thero is no “ Austro-Hun; 
rian Delegation.” There is a Delegation 
chosen by the Hungarian House of Com- 
mons and one by the Austrian Reichstag 
—ergo two Delegations. 

7.—Thero is a joint Board of War and 
Finance which is however to a certain 
extent responsible to an Austrian D 
tion and to a Hungarian Delegation. 

8.—Further Reuter says :—“ These 
enormous demands sa celeste 
have caused amazoment and anxiety at 

Vienna” Tho sender of the telegram 
voems to think that the effects of these 
demands were ouly felt in Vienna. 

Budapest, or I should say Hungary, 
which has to pay more than one third of 
those demands if voted by the Delegation, 
isnot considered at all. 

Of course it does not hurt Hungary. Tt 
is, however, annoying to be called an 
Anstrian when we are asked to what 
nation wo belong, and we say Hungarian, 
I should like to know the feelings of an 
Irighinan or Scotchman if the British 
Parliament, Army, and Navy wero called 
English.

It is reported from ‘Tientsin that ot 
to a joint memorial by a couple of Censors 
denouncing Viceroy Yuan Shih-k‘ai’s finan- 
cial measures, in which the officials in 
charge of the Peiyang Administration Pay 
Department, the new Police Bureau in 
‘ientsin, and other important departments 
are implicated, the Throne has commanded 
Hsii Hui-li, President of the Board of War, 
in Peking, to go to Tientsin to make secret 
investigation: into the truth of the charges 
made by the Censors. Naturally there is a 
panic amongst those of the accused officials 
who are guilty and mandarmdom in Tien- 
tsin is on the tiptoe of expectation as to the 
result of these investigations. Those who 
seem to know how such things are done say 
that the the denunciations were due 
to a “culpible omission” on the part of 
certain officials holding lucrative posts in 
the Peiyang Administration to “oil the 
palms” of the needy Censors, and that as 
‘the post of a member of the Bourd of War 
is an extremely “lean ” one the opportunity 
has been given a poorly paid Minis- 
ter to reimburse himself in some way or 
other.

morning Shanghai y

A Russian man on the verandah of the 
house close by stated that the victims 
were the skipper and his wife, Captain 
Mrs. and Zimenkoff. He spoke very little 
English ; but it appeared that there was 
no trace or clue to the murderers. Not 
to assume too much, was it not possibly 
murder and attempted suicide? He 
could not say: did not know. The man 
had been taken to the hospital. The 
woman was already cofiined. 

Inspector Mellowes of the River Police 
was on board, and waved the “N.-C. 
Daily News” ‘sampan away. Shouted 
that we would not be allowed on board. 
It is of interest to note that at the 
time he did and said so, a representa- 
tive of another paper was standing by his 
side ot the deck of the whaler.

‘The same paper tells of another smart 
action which is said to have contributed to 
the success of the blocking operations at 
Port Arthur. ‘The Russians employed seven 
powerful search lights to locate the at- 
tackers, but on five of the steamers equally 
strong ‘search lights had been installed and 
the Japanese were enabled to confuse the 
defenders by meeting light witn light. The 
story had not been confirmed, but it sounds 
likely. 

It is very little good discussing “might 
have beens,” still there is some interest in 
recalling the fact that one of Viceroy 
Alexeieff’s projects before the outbreak of 
hostilities was the construction of a ailway 
from Haichéng to Fénghuangchéng, and the 
‘work hud even been commenced.

‘The seizure of 
Pyongyang and the occupation of the whole 
of northern Corea would then have been 
easy operations immediately on the out- 
break of hostilities. Japan would thus have 
been hopelessly distanced in the preliminary 
rice, and it is exceedingly doubtful whether 
she could ever havo recovered the lost 
ground. She stepped into the arena just at 
the right time, It may be added that the 
length of the proposed line from Fénghuang 
to, Halchéng would havo been just 100 
miles,”

.Searchlights were then put out and the 
sBussian war-vessels faded away in the dar} 
It was 2 a.m. on the 26th ult. The skies 
‘cleared up soon after and the moon shone 
‘brightly. We followed the course of the 
latter westwards until it sank below the 
horizon, It was now near dawn, but very 
datk, We did not know in which direction 
we wore going and had to wait for the 
morning, in the meantime allowing the boat 
to drift. The morning came but we could 
snot see the sun, owing to a dense fog, until 
3 o'clock, when the direction became clear. 
‘We rowed with all our strength, but the fog 
became more and more dense, nothing be- 
ing visible 30 yards off. Our clothes were 
wet through, and the sufferings of the party 
were beyond description. A litt}o past 
noon, we heard a sound resembling a steam 
whistle far ahead. This was followed by 
similar sounds from the left, right, and rear. 
We did not know whether wey emanated 
from the Japanese flotilla or the Russian 
flotilla, though we were of opinion that a 
number of small craft were around us. For 
‘a moment we hesitated to move, when a 
umber of fur seals raised their heads beside 
the boat and opened their mouths, making a 
Sound which resembled a steam-whistle. So 
“Sur fears wero dissipated. Next we suffered 
from hunger and thirst. There was absolu- 
toly nothing to ent or drink.

We read very closely the events: of 
1877-78 when Russia and ‘Turkey on tho 
Balkans fought like tigers. As. the 
Russians came off victorious, vory natur. 
ally their generals obtained a world 
wide reputation and “ Cossack ”’ and 
“ bravery” were synonymous terms. Tho 
results of the early days of the groat war 
in Manchuria are disappointing to Russo. 
phils in the points of time, place, and 
forces. 

In regard to the first, iee and snow, 
cold and rain, and “the stormy wind” 
gave to the invaders quite an opportn- 
nity to prepare for the coming of the 
Japanese foe. These could not rush 
upon them when tho first tocsin of war 
sounded for “ the elements” came to tho 
friendly aid of the army from Moscow 
and the sea was the only highroad of 
travel—and Admiral Togo seemed fond of 
travel—but Russia had a magnificent 
opportunity to station her forces to tho 
best advantage. If Kuropatkin at Harbin 
did this we have not yet seen tho result, 

In regard to the field of operations 
Russia had some advantages. The "Yalu, 
now so famous in two wars, was a natural 

e of defence. It is not an “ easy job” 
to cross a swift-flowing stream with the 
enemy on the opposing bank. A bridge 
of pontoons at its best estate is a little 
“rickety.” A battery of heavy field. 
pieces is not without difficulty taken 
across a ferry. A small detachment may 
for a while impede “a mighty army” 
under circumstances like these. Again, 
where did nature come to the aid of 
soldiors more than on the Liaotung 
Peninsula? Ite high hills were natural 
fortresses, while the Japanese woro per- 
mitted quietly to land two thousand in a 
day. 

‘Then what of the Russian Army? It 
is reported that it numbers 170,000, 
whereas the great army forty years ago 
before Richmond, Virginia, was 160,000. 
Give the forces around Linoyang as half 
the above number, yot that is a great 
army. We cannot but think what would 
Lee and Jackson, Gordon and Hampton, 
or Grant and Sherman, Shoridan and 
Hooker have done with these grand divi- 
sions?“ Old Stonewall "—he was killed 
at the age of thirty-eight—gained immor- 
tality in' the “valley” with 12,000 men.

THE BATTLE 
OF KIULLENCHENG. 


From tae “Japay Dany Mart.” 








It is now possible to form a tolerably clear 
idea of the battle of the Yalu and to correct. 
some misupprehensions suggested by the 
fragmentary accounts that came to hand at 
first. 

At Wiju.the, Yalu has a width of from 
7,000 to 8,000 metres, but the actual, witer- 
surface is comparatively, small, the bed being 
occupied by many islands of which. tho 
largest (Keumcbongdo) ‘measures nearly 10 
miles in circumference, ‘These islands divide 
‘the river into three channels. Only the 
central, however, cannot be crossed without 
bridge or a boat: the two. side channels 
axe passuble by wading waist-deop, unless 
tho river be in. flood. On. the yurian 
side the banks are steep, and the walled city 
of Kiulion, nearly. opposite to Wija, stands 
‘on ground’ elevated some 60 metres abovi 
the river,  Northward of Kiulien lie 
eminences called Makau and Yushukeu, from 
which nearly all.the islands can be searched 
by artillery, though at long range. ‘The 
base of these hills is washed by the River 
Ai, an affluent of the Yalu, into which it 
flows a little above Kiulien, The Ai and 
the Yalu form an acato angle. at their 
junction, and in this angle stands an 
eminence called Tiger’s Hill, belind which 
again, where. the angle widens, another hill, 
called Yulchawon, is situated. ‘These four 
highlands, Makau, Yushugau, Huson 
and Yulchawon, together with’ Kiulien 
itself, constitute the keys of the position. 
‘The Ai River also is an important feature. 
‘Though it approaches the Yalu at an acute 
angle, it ly trends to the northward 
‘and then to the westward, thus greatly 
strengthening the northern flank of Kiulien. 
For the Ai is breast-high at this season and 
the softness of its bottom renders it difficult 
for horses to cross. 

Such being the general features of the 
ground, we have next to note the disposition 
of the Russian forces. Naturally they were 
all on the Manchurian side of the central 
channel of the Yalu, ‘The most advanced 
‘outpost was on the island of Choustongdo, 
immediately below Kiutien. Bodies of 
mounted infantry with guns were stationed 
on Tiger’s Hill and Yulchawon, and 13 miles 
up stream, at Sukuchin, a forco was posted. 
‘This Sukuchin is an important place. 
Usually the Yalu is fordable there, and in 
point of fact %t was at Sukuchin that the 
main part of the Japanese forces crossed by 
wading in 1894, But the depth of the water 
varies greatly at different seasons, and in 
the spring a General cannot rely on finding 
the ford negotiable on any given day. 
Nevertheless, since the Yala there runs in 
2 single stream and is comparatively shallow, 
the plice is obviously convenient for 
bridging. Therefore the Russinns watched 
it, On the other side of Kinlien, that is to 
say the down-stream side, a strong force 
occupied Antung, some 7 miles’ from Kin- 
Hen, and still further down batteries were 
in position on highlands called Antseshan and 
Ni sin, there being also cavalry 
patrols to watch the bank. A large body 





‘occupied the heights bebind Kinlien on the 
north, and the reserves were in an entrenched 
position called Hohmntang, about. 5. miles 
behind. Kiulien.on the road. to Li 7 
Four roads converge there, namely, those 
from Antung, Kinlien, the. Ai river and 
Liaoyang, and all are commanded from tbe 
position of the entrenched .camp. 
Te.will be observed that, speaking broadly, 
the Russians were. guaniing the Yaiu 
through « length of some 27 males fron: 
Niangniangchin to Sokuchin, 
General Kuroki’s-strategical plan was firet, 
to ‘2 naval flotilla. in the reaches of 
the Yalu from Antang downwards, the-gun- 
boats, torpedoers and launches not oniv 
searching the right bank with their fire, tut 
also threatening to land o force at seme 
convenient point. Secondly, the main body 
of the army was to make preparations ir 
crossing in the immediate vicinity of Wiju. 
Thirdly, a powerful flanking mevoment was 
to be organised from Sukuchin, And. 
fourthly, Kiulion end the heights in its 
neighbourhood were to be subjected to 
‘satillery fire from the Corean bank. For 
this last purpose ordinary field guns could 
not be very effective. Comparatively heavy 
pieces were therefore transported by the 
rat llg Roms rgeny otra wero 
tl it up to suitable positions. 
By the a/th of April ig had 
prepared for the commencement of cardinal 
operations. There is reason to say that 
things had been timed with almost absolute 
sion. It was known in offical circles 
that the 30th of April woald be an important 
day in the history of the war, and such it,

lien, and under cover of its fire a 
Guards Division waded wcross the fist 
stream of tho Yalu to the island of Kulido 
which lies at a short distance up-stream 
from Wiju, From the western shore of this 
island they found themselves within easy 
riflerange of the Russian force on ‘Tiger's 
Hill, and o sharp engagement commenced, 
both infantry ond artillery being engaged. 
‘The issue was that the Russians evacuared 
the position, having inflicted on the Guards 
loss of 6 killed and 25 wounded. At the 
same time the Second Division waded across 
to the island of Keamchongdo, immediately 
below Wiju, and engaging the enemy's out- 
post on the’ opposite island of Cheunsongdo, 
compelled it to withdraw. In this angage- 
ment the Division had no casualties. It 
remarkable that the Russians should no’ 
have held their ground with greater tenacity 
thin they showed either at Tiger's Hill or 
on the island of Cheunsongdo. Their losses 
in attempting to hold the former were sub- 
sequently found to have beon heavy, but 
considering that they had been preparing 
for wesks to dispute the crossing they should 
have been intrenched in such a manner as 
almost to defy any attempt to dislodge them 
short. of a bayonet charge. 

At dawn on the 28h two companies of 
the Guards crossed by boat to Tiger's Hill. 
Evidenoes of the deadiimess of their fre on 
tlie preceding day were seen in the corpses 
of 95 horses. The body of an officer also 
was found and carried back to Wiju for 
burial. 

‘The two companies of Guards then con- 
tinued their march northward to the eminence 
at Yulchawon. Here a detachment of about 
30 Russians was Theso the Guards 
succeeded in dislodging without any cosual- 
ties to themselves, though the enemy left 
5 dead upon the field. Thus the important 
hills lying in the angle between the Ai and 
the Yalu passed into Japanese occupation, 
and so soon as artillery could be posted 
there the tenure of Kiulien by the enemy 
must have beoome very precarious. On this 
day (28th) the Russians were observed to 
be entrenching positions on the eminences 
beyond the right bank of the Ai; that is to 
sy, the eminences of Makau and Yushikan, 
northward of Kiulien. The whole position

might have been entrenched: a long time 
previously, but there appears to have been 
44 great lack-of serious diligence.

‘Throughout the 29th the Second Division 
remained comparatively inactive. Its prin- 
cipal duty seems to have been to. prevent 
the enemy from again getting a footing on 
the opposite island of Cheunsongdo. 

On the 30th at 3 a.m., the bridge built 
by the Twelfth Division at Sukuchin being 
completed, the Division began to cross. 
‘This Twelfth Division is known in Japan as 
the Sampo Shidan because of ite abundant 
quipment of mountain aztillery (sumpo). 
‘That was doubtless the reason cy is aloe 
tion by General Kuroki for a flanking move- 

since, after crossi operation 
requiring a considerable time and one which 
might have been rendered terribly porilous 
did the Russians show any offensive 
initiative—the Division. had to move west 
ward through the hills on the east of the 
Ai River, and to take up a position within 
easy reach of that river. This duty the 
troops achieved by 6-0’elock in the evening. 
Tt does not appear that they encountere? 
any opposition from the Russians, ‘The 








} latter were busily engaged preparing to 


defend the Makau and Yushukau hills on 
the Kiulien side of the Ai From first to 
last the Russion strategy seems to have been 
comprised in the two words, passive 
resistance. 

While this flanking operation was in 
progress, the Second Division sent a 
reconnaissance ia force to: the island of 
Gheunsongdo. Presumably the men crossed 
by boat but the fact is not mentioned. At 
any rate, the main purpose of such a move- 
ment mast have been to occupy the Russians’ 
cttention, and i succeeded, dor theée guns at 
once opened fire on the reconnaissance, and, 
the Japanese guns replying from the Corean. 
side, a sharp duel took place. Before long 
‘the enemy's artillery at this point was 
silenced, but the Japanese had 2 killed and 
2% wounded. By and bye, however, the 
enemy opened upon the. position of the 
Guards’ bridge irom the Makan heights, and. 
the Guards’ artillery, replying from. Kulido,

‘The Guards and a part of the Second Divi- 
sion had crossed the central stream of the 
Yalu and were bivouacked on Tiger's Hill, 
ready to wade across the mouth of the Ai

It will be at 
once evident that, in point of time, pre- 
cedencs had to be given to the Twelfto 
Division, Could this Division succeed 
driving the Russians from their entrench- 
ments on the Yusbukau, Makau and othe: 
hills, the Kiulien positions would be com- 
pletely turned, and the retreat of the Rus- 
Sans from the town would bo inevitable. 
At dawn the ‘Twelfth Division began to 
advance. It was extended over a front of 
4 miles, and the interval betewen the men 
in the firing line is said to huve been 3 
yards, From the time of leavin; 
of the Yalu at Sukuchin the 
been marching through hilly ye 
Speaking broadly, the Manchurian side of 
the Yalu is more hilly than the Corean side, 
and, being considerably elevated above the 
Jatter, commands it. This fact gives salience 
to the weakness of the Russian defence. 
They ought to have been able to prevent the 
crossing at Sukuchin, and they ought to 
have been able to chock the advance of 
the Twelfth Division through the hills mn 
the district between the Yala and the Ai, 
The great mobility of the Cossacks shoul! 
have told strongly for such operations. 
Apparently the Cossacks did Itle or nothing. 
‘Tho men of the Twelfth had to cross the 
Ai by wading. At certain times of the 
Fear the river is only waist-deep, but at 
Present it is up to a man's armpits. The 
Division seoms to have crossed without 
diffieulty, and to have had with it ‘ts

them without much trouble, It was then 
about 7.30 a.m. and the Guards, advancing 
direct towards Kiulien, waded ‘across the 
ai, the later not being more than, waist 
deep at this point, They were closely fol- 
lowed by the Second Division, which im. 
mediately on reaching the iar side, headed 
downstream in the direction of Antung. At 
this time the attention of the Russians in 
the Kiulien position was largely directed to 
repelling the flank attack now rapidly deve- 
loping from the north—the attack by the 
‘Twelfth Division. For this purpose they 
had changed front, and tuey thus found 
themselves virtually caught between two 
fires, that of the Guards’ Division advancing 
from the south and that of the Twelfth 
Division advancing from the north. ‘The 
Twelfth had splendidly overcome all 
obstacles, driving the Russians from their 
entrenchments on the right bank of the 
Ai and pushing up the heights along a 
line from Lishukau to Yushukau, while tho 
Guards had swept the enemy from Makau. 
Tn fact the Kiulien position was lost, and 
the Russians fell back (9 a.m.) upon the

g plateau. 


Meanwhile the Second Division pushed 
idly down the bank of the Yalu. A 
considerable part of .its advance lay over 
open country and it suffered severely. But 
tho Rusuns. at Ansang,  bouberded 
simultaneously by the flotilla ‘on the river, 
did not wait to have their communications 
cut. ‘They retired on Hohmutang. 

This closed the first stage of the battle. 
The sscond was an attack upon the 
entrenched position at Hohmutang. No de 
tails of this operation have been obtained, 
except that the Japaneso advanced against 
the place from three directions, the Guards 
from the east, the Twelfth Di 
the north and the Second Division from 
the south. ‘The Russians are said to have 
fought with much tenacity. They were not 
completely dislodged until 6 p.m., and they 
inflicted “heavy losses on the Japanese, 
suffering severely themselves also. It will 
bo of the highest interest to haar how the 
attack was conducted, what features the 
ground presented, and what kind of entrench- 














! ments the Russians had thrown up. Evidently 


they could not have hoped or intended to 
hold the position permanently since all its 
communications were exposed to be cut by 
the Japanese. Apparently their wiser plan 
would have been to retreat at once on Féng- 
huang after being driven from the Kiulien 
plateau. Their stand at Hohmutang merely 
cost them 20 guns and many casualties. 


The two most prominent features of this 
battle, so far as its details now present 
themselves, are absence of offensive initiative 
on the part of the Russians and bad marks- 
manship. They acted strictly on the defen. 
sive throughout, and while occupying posi- 
tions that commanded the ground over 

| which the enemy had to advance, they failed 
to inflict on him as much loss as they 

suffered themselves at his hands. With 
nearly. three months’ leisure to utilise the 
defensive capabilities of a region lending 

If admirably to such a purpose, it is 
dificult to believe that three days’ fighting 
sufficed (o dislodge the Russians, and to 
drive them bock with heary loss. ‘They 
are brave men. doggedly brave, and they 

have always been supposed to possess a 

special capacity for clinging to a trench. 

But certainly they showed little tenacity 

at the Yalu, 






THE LAST BLOCKIN 
OPERATION. 
From me * Jara Danz Man.” 


Saturday, 7th May. 

The official report of the last blocking 
operation at Port Arthur claims that, five 
out of the eight steamers were sunk by 
their crews at the desired place, and that 
the harbour is thereby blocked, egress being 
impossible for any vessel larger than a 
torpedo-craft, ‘The remaining turee stexuners 
were sunk by the Russians, and did not 
contribute to the purpose of the operation. 
It was a splendid act of heroism. So far 
as we can estimate, at least 63 officers and 
men lost their lives out of a total of 160, 
‘The official report runs as follows :— 
‘he united squadron, operating as pre- 
viously determined, carried out the blocking 
of Port Arthur between 3 and 4 o'clock a.m. 
on the 3rd instant. ‘The blocking vessols, 
escorted by the gun-boats Akagi (Com: 
‘ander Fujimoto) and Ohdkai (Cemmander 
Iwamura), the Second Destroyer Squadron 
(Commander Ishida), the Third Destroyer 
Squadron (Commander Tsuchiya), the 
Fourth Destroyer Squadron (Commander 
Nagai), the Fifth Destroyer Squadron 
(Commander Mano), the Ninth Torpedo- 
Squadron (Commander Yajima), the ‘Tenth 
Torpedo Squadron (Commander Otaki) and 
the Fourteenth Torpedo Squadron, less the 
Kasusagi and the Manazuru (Commander 
Sakurai), parted from the Fleet on the even- 
ing of the 2nd instant and took the pro- 
viously determined route for Port Arthur. 
Unfortunately from about 11 p.m. a strong 
south-easterly wind began to blow, and 
atiaining storm force, raised a heavy set. 
‘The blocking steamers became 
and lost sight of each other. Commander 
Hayashi, who was in command of these 
steamers, seeing that it would be impossible 
to carry out the tion successfully, gave 
the order to withdraw. But the signal was 
not observed, and in spite of various essays 
to make it clear, the ships held on tueir 
course, reaching the neighbourhood of Port 
Arthur at 20am. The Mikawa Maru 
(Lieutenant Sosa), observing the enemy open 
fire upon our torpedo-boat No. 14, which 
had been sent to reconnoitre, imagined 
that the blociting steamers had already gona 
in, Sho therefore steamed at full-spoed 
for the mouth of the harbour. Another 
steamer, apparently the Sakura Maru 
Ujieutenans Shiraishi, who commanded tho 
Japanese storming party at the Taku Forts 
after the deith of Commander Hattori), 
followed the Mikawa Maru, The enemy 
had Jaid electric mines at the mouth of the 
port. With these, supplemented by heavy 
gun-fire from the forts and powerful search- 
lights, they essayed to oppose the coming 
of the two steamers. Nevertheless the 
Mikawa Mara, breaking a gap in the boom, 
entered far into the channel and, anchoring 
in an excellent place, was sunk by her crew. 
‘The steamer ~esembling the Sakura anchored 
near the pointed rock at the entrance of 
the harbour and was sent to the bottom 
by her crew. These vessels were followed 
in quick succession by the Totomi Maru 
(Commander Honda), the Edo Maru (Com. 
mander Takayanagi), the Otaru Maru 
(Commander Nomura), the Sagami Maru 
(Commander Yuasa), the Aikoku Maru 
(Commander Inuzuka) and the Asagao 
Mara (Commander Kikutare). By this time 
the cannonade of the enemy had become 
exceedingly hot and electric mines were 
bursting on all sides. The crews of the 
steamers had many killed and wounded. 
‘The Totomi Mara struck the boom, and, 
her head coming round to the west, she 
was sunk in that position, blocking ‘about 
one-half of the entrance. The Edo Maru 
had ‘reached the entrance and was just 
about to drop her aichor when her com- 
mander (Takayagi) received a shot in his 
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stomach which killed hhim. His place was 
immediately taken by Lieut. Nagata, who 
ordered the anchor to be dropped and the 
vessel was sunk. ‘Two other sieamers, ap- 
parently the Oteru Maru and the Sagamt 
Maru, entered the harbour’s mouth and 
were sunk. The Aikoku Maru struck a 
contest mine about 5 cables from the 
entrance and went down in an instant. 
Lioutenant Uchida, the second in command, 
Chief-engineer Aoki and eight others of the 
crew of this vessel aro missing. A steamer 
like the ‘Maru seomed to have had 
her rudder injured, for she ran ashore at 
the foot of Golden Hill and was there ex. 
ploded. ‘Thus among the eight steamers five 
entered the mouth of the harbour and were 
sunk there, so that it may be concluded 
that, on the least favourable estimate, exit 
has become impossible for anything as large 
as a cruiser, ‘This blocking operation was 
incomparably more hazardous than either of 
those that it; the storm adding to 
the difficulties and the enemy's fire being 
‘of ‘unprecedented severity. ‘Thus it was 
impossible to save even one of the crews of 
the Sakura Mara, the Oteru Maru, the 
Sagami Maru and the Asigao Maru. 
Further it is most unhappily impossible to 
learn any details of this their list great 
act of ‘daring. But I believe that 
their heroism will long stand in the 
pages of their country’s history. The 
Destroyer Squadrons and the Torpedo 
Squadrons, battling against the violent wind 
and high seas during the whole night and 
often to the enemy's fire, did their 
duty well. Above all it should be noticed 
that the Torpedo Squadrons stood in close 
to the harbour end saved about one-half 
of the crews. No. 65 Torpedo-boat, under 
the command of Lieut. Taira, had one of 
her steam pipes hit, and lost’3 men, She 
became disabled but was taken in tow and 
rescued by Torpedo-boat No. 75 under com: 
mand of Lieutenant Narimoto. ‘The Aotaka 
(Commander Yajima) was also hit by a shell 
on the port side of her machinery and lost 
one man, In the torpedo-boat Hayabusa 
one man was killed. No casualties what- 
ever occurred in the remainder of the 
torpedo-craft. At 6 a.m. the Third Squadron 
ander Rear-Admiral Dewa, and at 9 a.m. 
the First Squadron under Vico-Admiral 
‘Togo, stood in and searched all the waters 
adjacent to Port Arthur, in the hope of 
saving some of the steamers’ crews, but they 
were unsuccessful, although they ‘continued 
the search until 4 p.m. ‘There was a dense 
fog.on this day and the state of the enemy 
could nob be observed. That night the 
squadrons all returned to their base.” 


It will be observed from the above most 
sober and unemotional account, that two men 
were killed in the torpedo-boats and eleven 
in the steamers—or, at any rate, eleven are 
missing. Moreover Admiral Togo says that 
not one person was rescued among the crews 
of four steamers. Judging from past experi- 
‘ence, we may estimate that, on the average, 
each’ steamer had a crew of 20, all told. 
Four steamers, therefore, represent a total 
of 80 officers ‘and men, and from Russian 
offical reports we know that 30 of these 
reached the shore and were saved. It would 
seom then that 50 were lost, and adding 
these to the 13 mentioned above, the tale 
of deaths aggregates 63. Tt is a terrible 
record. To utter any eulogy of such 
heroism seems almost an impertinence. In 
this war the Japanese are showing splendid 
qualities. ‘They are proving Ives to 
be not only brave in a superlative degree 
but also exceptionally competent. ‘The little 
incident of the disabled torpedo-boat No. 
65 is an eloquent illustration. In a gale 
of wind with a heaty sea running ond 
inside the zone of the enemy's fire, the 
crippled craft was taken in tow by another 
boat, No. 75, and saved from destruction. 
‘The men that did that were fine suilors. 
And consider the work upon which these 
destroyers and torpedoers have been engaged 

















for the past three months. Think of them 
again and again steaming in pitchy dark- 
ness, without a light burning and often in 
heavy seas, either to attack the enemy or 
to escort steamers engaged on duty of the 
deadliest peril, yet never once is there a 
fatal collision or an accident of any kind 
that can be attributed to faulty seamanship 
or careless handling. If there had been 
several collisions, if half a dozen or even 
half a score of these frail little craft had 
perished by catastrophes commonly in- 
cidental to such operations, could any one 
have been justly ised? But not one 
has been lost from first to last. We call 
it a fine record. There is no good 
Tuck in such achievement. ‘There is simply 
good guiding. And concerning the story of 
the 8 steamers, there are striking features. 
It is not merely that men were found, found 
in scores, to willingly engage in such 
perilous work. We have ceased ta t 
that wonderful where Japanese are con- 
cerned. What sesms moro remarkable is 
the dogged determination underlying the 
adventure. Port Arthur had to be blocked. 
One failure, two failures, no matter how 
many failures mado or how many lives lost, 
the task had to be achieved. Admiral Togo 
and his men knew the thing to be of 
cardinal ‘importance; know that duty 
dictated its accomplishment. So they went 
at it again and again with set teeth, and 
they succeeded at last. We do not see how 
men of that calibre are to be beaten. If 
they were our own countrymen we should 
be proud and thankful. The way they 
held on, too, in the face of a gale of wind 
and in spite of rapidly rising seas, is some- 
thing to be remembered. ‘The officer in 
command wanted to restrain the vessels, in 
view of the extremely unfavourable con- 
ditions. But no one was looking for a 
aignal to stop, and therefore every steamer 
held jher course without a thought of being 
deterred by the storm. In this respect the 
adventure resembles the scoond torpedo 
attack upon the Port Arthur fleet.

‘They doubtless believed they had done so. 
Tt must be almost impossible to distinguish 
the exact facts on such an occasion; im- 
possible to discern whether the explosion 
that sends a vessel to the bottom is due to 
combustibles carried in her hold or to one 
of the many engines of destruction bursting 
and hurtling around. But for all their 
mines, and their shells and their search- 
lights they failed even to injure five out of 
the eight vessels. As for the two torpedo- 
boats they imagined they had sunk, these 
are now safe with Admiral Togo's fleet. 
‘The great point, the blocking of the har- 
bour, may still be open to doubt, perhaps. 
We ‘do not ourselves think that it is. 
Admiral Togo's reports are always remark- 
ably conservative. On neither the tirst 
nor the second occasion did he venture to 
pronounce a definite opinion. He merely 
said that some partial sucoass seemed to 
have been obtained. But now he declaret 
his belief that, on the most modarate calcu- 
lation, nothing larger than a torpedo-craft 
can get out. The Russians, on the con- 
trary, affirm that the whole affair failed and 
that the harbour is open.

A JAPANESE 
STUDENT'S VIEW OF 
THE WAR, 


Thad a talk on Monday evening with’ a 
Japanese student of remarkable culturo 
and intelligeneo, who is returning next 
month to his own country, after a 
years’ University course in London and 
Berlin. He speaks English woll and 
understands it perfectly, and as ho has 
given special attention to modern litera- 
ture, it is interesting to hear his opinion 
of our great novelists. Thackeray is in 
his eyes the king of English fiction 
writers; he enjoys “Vanity Fair” and 
“Esmond,” but has not yet succeeded in 
mastering’ “The Newcomes” or “ Penden- 
nis” He has read “David Copperfield,” 
but does not think Dickens will evor bo a 
favourite in Japan, as his humour is too 
exotic. For the same reason, while ho 
mentions Mrs. Gaskell with George Eliot 
and Thackeray as a writer who gives him 
constant pleasure, he says the Japanese 
could never care for “Cranford.” “That 
is too English; or people could not 
understand the life described.” 

“Do you see a daily paper in London?” 

“Yes, I used to read the ‘Times,’ but 
I found it too large and heavy; now I 
take the ‘Standard, and profer it to all 
the others. The ‘Standard’ makes uo 
mistakes.” 

‘Touching on his months in Berlin, my 
informant said he found there two distinct 
lines of opinion with regard to the v 
Amongst the upper classes sympathy is 
with Russia; the tradespeople and the 
working men frankly hope for the success 
of Japan. He feols much happier in 
London, where everyone seems a friend. 
It has beon his good fortune to visit all 
our principaltowns —Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
Liverpool, Manchester, and Leeds—and 
he carries back a vivid impression of the 
beauties of Loch Lomond scenery, the 
statoliness of Edinburgh, and the massive 
wealth of Glasgow and Leeds. While he 























chats gaily on all thing English, it is easy 
to gather, from his frequently recurring 
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questions, that his heart is with his coun- 
trymon in their tremendous struggle. The 
news of the war came to him as a surprise, 
for when he left there was no serious talk 
of hostilities. There is nothing boastful 
or over-confident iu his predictions. “We 
can hold out,” he says, “for two years, 

A by the end of that time we shall 
surely have acquired the objects for which 
we are fighting in Manchuria and Corea. 
There is no Japanese so foolish as to 
think of destroying the Muscovite Empire 
in Asia or Europe. We were dragged 
into the war in self-defence, for Russian 
ambition was thwarting us. everywhere.” 
Japan does not expect any material aid 
from America, and while keenly eppreci- 
ating the goodwill of England, the ex- 
pectation is that ‘the two Powers will 
be left to fight out their quarrel alone. I 
could seo that this young Japanese has 
been closely studying the criticisms on 
his country’s action, for he asked whether 
Japan was seriously blamed for 
high-handed action in “Corea, also whe- 
ther, if need arose, public opinion 
here would object 10 British intervention 
on bebalf of a non-Christian race. He 
speaks donbtfully of the progress of 
Christianity in Japan. “ With us tra- 
dition rulos every detail of life; our 
loading men have adopted Western 
civilisation, borrowing from Germany 
moro than from England, but they have 
no thought of uprooting the ancient re- 
ligious customs. The idea that Japan 
asa nation may accept Christianity as 
the Roman Empire accepted it in the 
days of Constantine has, so far as I 
know, not the slightest foundation in 
fact. ' As a boy I saw the great Ameri- 
jonary Verbeck, and I know 
1g of the English and Russian 
missions. In them all progress is ox- 
ceodingly slow, especially when we re- 
member tho vast socisl and political 
awakening of tho last fifty years. 

“That million yen a week must be a 
heavy drain on the national resources ?” 

“Yes, and it is the shopkeepers and 
tradesmen generally who will feel the 
cost of the war most heavily. Amongst 
the artisans wages are so low that tho 
taxes could not be increased without 
plunging them into absolute want. For 
tunately, there is enthusiasm for the 
war, though you must remember that 
our working men do not follow political 
events like yours. Except in the larg 
towns, few of them ever see a newspaper. 
The very name of the Marquis Ito— 
Japan's foromost statesman—is unknown 
to thonsands of the poorest classes. With 
them the war feeling amounts merely to 
a passionate wish that Japan should win. 
From Germany, a8 you know, we have 















































borrowed the conscription, and when the 
time comes for our troops to meet the

I let it go ond asked for defendant's name. 
He refused to give mo his name at first, 
Dut aflorwards he told me. I could not spell 
it and asked him to write it down, This 
he wou'd not do but suid I could get his 
name at Hongkew Dotice Station. —-Mean- 
time the luggage had been put on ricshas 
but now I went to tho ricshas and for- 
ade the coolies to rémove it... Dofen- 
dant then came up to me, pulled my coat, 
Knocked me down and said: “You're a 
fool, leave the ricshas alone, what aro you 
doing?”

AL the station 
found a sergeant on duty, vue of the 
two boarders, and the defendant. I explained 
‘0 the sergeant and he said it was nob his 
Dusiness but I had better: settle with the 
Boarders. I then decided, as it was @ small 
sum in dispute, to accep! what was offered 
‘and gave permission for the removal of 
the remaining box. We sottled there and 
thea and the box was afterwards remo 
Complainant handed in copies of his 
charge papers from the Russian Army. 
Cross-examined—The boarders’ » names 
were Mesirs. Cohen and Saccawijh. Defen- 
dant’s name was written down by Detective 
Gilfillan next day, when I asked for it. 











| The assault ocewved on ‘Thursday and the 


charge was made on Saturday morning or 
Friday afternoon. Both boarders went to 
the police -station when the trouble began. 
‘They locked their room and took tho key 
with them. Mr. Sacéawijh was in the 
office when I was talking to the detective. 
T do not remember what defendant, said to 
Saccatwijh but I believe he said £6 liim: 
“You had better pay and then sue him 
(Gilkers) before his Consul. for the over- 
charge.” Saccawijh then tendered tho whole 
Gmount but I would uot take it unless he 
Gest de-troyed his bill, showing the arrenge- 
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anent jonth. ‘This was a bill for half 
month in advance, Mr. Saccawijh would 
not destroy the bill, I did not then say: 
“Very well, take your luggage, and I'll sue 
you for the balance.” I did not know what 
‘Subjects they were, Defendant was on my 
premises for about twenty minutes or hulf- 
anchour, After the conversation in the 
office we went out into the alleyway on 
which the two houses stand. I knew de- 
fendant by sight but not otherwise. Mr. 
Cohen was taking down the luggage while 
we were talking. It was Saccawijh who 
called out to Cohen the detective’s instruc- 
tions to take down the luggage. My wife 
ad an English boarder, Mr. Bond, were 
Present in the alleyway during the alterca- 
tion, 

At this point complainant's witnesses were 
ordered out of Court, 

Coimplainant, further cross-examined—My 
wife swt on the lust box and in pulling 
it away the men knocked her leg and she 
screamed, I rushed to the men, and in my 
excitement I may have hit one of them, 
instead of merely pushing. At the defen. 
dant's suggestion the men removed the rect. 
and left this box to be settled about next 
day. Tt was’ before the incident with my 
wile that defendant had seized me by the 
coat; Iam quite sure of that. 

Defendant's witnesses were now ordered 
out of Court, 


Complainant further cross-examined—It 
was Mr. Saccawijh who was ab the polive 
station when I got there. ‘The luggage was 
there also. I told the sergeant everything 
that defendant had swid about my house, 
Dut not that defendant bad taken me by. 
the edit and knocked me down. ‘The 
boarders again offered to pay the full amount 
but wanted me to let them retain the 
receipts on two bills, one showing the 
amount per day and the other’ the 
amount per hulf-month, Both ills 








were xeoipted and I wanted 
them to give ee firs (snonfbly) 
Dill. In leaving the police station I sad 


to defendant: “Good night, I hope I 
didn't assault you.” ‘The second bill was 
torn up in tho police station, as I was pai 
on the first bill, that is to say $50 for ihe 
half-month. I did not ask the sergeant and 
detective to have a drink with me, nor 
dnvite anyone. I thanked the sercant 
Tho summons was taken out sub-squently 
on my own initiative, 

By his Worship—I did not talk ever the 
matter of my houso being called a dis derly 
houso with anyone. I told Detective 
Gilfillan next day all that had happened, 
when I asked him for defendant's uso seul 
ho wanted to know why. He did not suggest 
that I take out a summons, I have a small 
mark on my arm from defendant's knocking 
me down. “He did not hurt mo much. ‘The 
two boarders were not by the ricsha at that 
time and I was not offering to assault 
anybody. My real grievance against defen. 
lint is that he called mine a disorderly 
house, 

His Worship asked if complainant, youl 
bo satisfied if defendant withdrew any iu- 
pulation ayaiust his house aud <aid that be 
made the statement in haste. 

Complainint said that would be satis- 
ome de satis. 

Defendant—I did not make the statement 
alleged. I have no reason to beliove the 
house is a disorderly house. 1 know nol 
about the house, 

His Worship (to complainant)—Does that 
satisfy you? 

jComplainant—1 ain satisfied if he apolo- 

ises, but he made that statement at the 
time and I have witnesses to prove it. 

‘The ease proceeded, 

Richard Pollak, an Austrian subject, said 
he had resided in the house for two months 
and it was a respectable house; alsa that 























sous. He know nothing about this quarrel. 

Detective-Inspector McDowell, in reply 
to his Worship, said the police made no 
suggestion that complainant’s house was 
other than perfectly respectable. 

His Worship_t have had previous del- 
ings with Mr. Silkess and his house as far 
as I know is perfectly respectable and ho 
is a hard-working man. 

Mr. Jones—I don’t propose to ask for a 
‘whl of the issue whether the house is 
respectable or not. 

His Worship said he desired no more 
evidence on that particular point. 

William Wreford Bond, the next witness, 
described himself as a speculator. 

‘His Worship—What in; Langhats? 

Witness—I have done nothing in “this 
country yet. 

In further evidence, witness spoke of a 
great altercation in the house, said that in 
the course of it defendant described the 
house as disorderly and was asked for his 
name. Subsequently when complainant was 
endeavouring to prevent the ricshas with 
luggage from leaving, defendant caught. him 
by ‘the coat and pushed me on a plank 
alongside the footpath. 

Cross-examined—There was a great aller- 
cation and Mrs, Sikess was pushed and 
sereumed before the alleged assault took 
phe. Defendant refused to give his name 
when asked. Silkness spoke to witness on 
the following day about making the charge 
of assault. He was not present when com- 
plainant made enquiries of Detective 
Gilfillan, 

By his Worskip—He did not think the 
boarders would have consented to. leave 
their Inzgaye and go away. - 

Mr. Jones suggested that while there 

ight be slight evidence of a technical 
offence, the principal object seemed to be 
to advertise complainant's house. 

His Worship sail he neod not trouble Mr, 
Jones for any defence. ‘The question he hid 
to decide was whether a case bad been 
made out against the constable that 
he had exceeded his duty or not. 























From ‘the evidence called, it appeared 
that the only thing that runkled n 
defendant's mind was the suggestion 


that his was a disorderly house. ‘The duty 
of & constable in cases of this sort was to 
make overy endeavour to prevent « breach 
of the peace. It was a difficult situation 
often and whether the constable camo out 
woll or otherwise was evidence of his fitness 
to bo a constable or sergeant. He would 
warn police officers in cases like this to 
avoid mixing themselves in disputes and 
to make overy endeavour to prevent a breach 
of the peace. Although it was probable 
that the defendant in this case lost his 
temper, the facts were not such that he 
could be convicted of an assault. Ho might 
perhaps have behaved better in the situation 





it was sometimes necessary for" a constable 
in the exerviso of his duty to lay hands on 
another man aud that would not in itself 
constituto an assiult. ‘The case must there- 
fore be dismissed. 

Mr. Jones pointed out, in reference to his 
Worship’s remarks, that defendant's own 
statement had not been heard, moreover 
defendant was not a constable but a de- 
tective.

iZALIAN CONSULAR 
COURT. 


Sbanghai, 17th May. 

Before Major Nerazzrs1, Consul- 

General, and Com. E. Gust, and 
Chev. A. Riva, Assessors. 
8. M. P. v. Isovor: Kavray, 

This case, remanded from the 9th, was 
again before the Court. 

‘As Mr. O'Neill said that he was only in 
Court as one of the public he was asked 
to sit at the back, and Mr. Demartino 
undertook prisoner’s defence. 

Prisoner made a statement to the 
following effect :-— 

Icame to Shanghai from Paris in May 
1900 by a German cargo boat. I work. 
od my passage. I commenced my 
business as a street hawker and continued 
at this until Lopened a restaurant in Astor 
Road in partnership with Hermon Dor- 
man, who is a brother-in-law to Mr. 
Sauft. I was in the restaurant about three 
months when it was pulled down. I then . 
went to the Oriental Hotel, where I was 
employed by Mr. Goldstein as a runner 
for one month atasilary of $50 per 
month, 

After that I commenced hawking 
again, until I again went to Goldstein's 
at the Oriental Hotel as a runner for 
another mouth and he again paid me « 
salary of $50 per month. I left thore 
nd hawked again on the streets until 1 
went to the Travellers’ Hotel as a ran- 
ner. Twas there about 15 days ; this was 
about 3 or 4 months ago. It was 
about 6 or 7 months ago whei I 
was at Goldstein's last. After I left 
the Travellers I stayed in Shanghai until 
I went to Hankow on the Ist of April 
this year. 1 went to Hunkow to got 
work, but did not succeed. I returned 
to Shanghai on the 23rd of April. Tam 
acquainted with Mr. Sauft. All my 
letters from iy relatives in Roumania 
are addressed to his care. Mr. Sauft is 
an Austrian subject. Sauft is @ nephew 
of Goldstein's; he always calls him uncle. 
Goldstein is a British subject born in 
Egypt and he is the proprietor of tho 
Oriental Hotel and three houses adjoin- 
ing, one of which was before a bakery 
let to a Mr. Dopo, the other two houses 
aro cigarette shops or brothels, 1 live 
in a Chinese house in an alleyway off 
Woosung Road. I think, the number is 
386, but am not sure.’ I remember 

ing Detective Sorgeant Moore at tho 
Mixed Court. I don’t remember the date. 
A Russian woman, whose name I do not 
know, met_me ina shoemaker's shop in 
Hongkong Road and told me she wanted 

find a house to open as a coffeo and 

« shop. I wont to the shoo- 
maker's shop and got a pair of shoes. 
‘The lady at that tine was speaking with 
mo of ‘the shoumaker’s assistants. | 
spoke to the Indy first in the Rus- 
sian language. 1 ‘asked her what sho 
wanted ; she said she wanted to buy a 
house as a coffee and cigarette shop. I 
said I would find her a house at a barber's 
shop close by and would also get her 
permission to open the premises. L wont 
to the Contral Station and asked for 
Detective Sergeant Mvore, and thoy told 
me I would find him at tho Mixed Court, 
I theu went to the Mixed Court in a 
carriage which I had. I saw the Detoc- 
tive Sergeant at the Mixed Court 
and asked him if the lady could open a 
coffee and cigarette shop. He said no. 
I came from the Mixed Court to the 
Contral Station to see Mr. Moore again. 
Tsaw him and said I am vory sorry. Hoe 
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said I am very sorry too. I then said 
good bye and then went away. Ihavenot 
seen the lady since. I did not return to 
see her because I had not a good answer’ 
to give her. If I had seen her she would 
have given me$10. She was staying at that 
timo at a boarding house, No. 47 or 48 
Broadway. I do not know whether she 
was married or not; she was about 38 
yeurs of age. I think she came here 
From Port Arthur. She was not very well 
dressed. I do not know what class of 
people she belonged to. I assisted her 
Because she said she would pay me. 
L was at Hankow during the races. 
registered mysolf at the Italian Consulate 
2 or 3 montlis after I arrived at Shanghai. 
1& may have been 5 months I am not 
sure. I know many of the women in the 
cigaretto shops in Shanghai. I visit their 
houses for the purpose of selling them 
soap and pins and anything else that 
they choose to order. About 2} years 
ago I used to do business with No. 10 
Hongkong Road, kept by au American 
lady. She left and my business ceased. 
Ispeak eight different languages and can 
talk to all the girls in the brothels. I 
think there was one Italian gitl here in 
tho cigarette shop; there are about 6 
Austrians, and the rest are mostly 
Russians.’ I do not know where these 
girls came from to Shanghai. 

Detective Sergeant Moore sworn— 
On the afternoon of the 2ist day of 
March 1904, [was on duty at the Mixed 
Court in connection with the charge of 
robbery and murder against Vah Maw- 
maw. Whilst in the Court a man, whom 
T did not know at that time, camo inside 
‘and made signs that he wished to speak 
to me. I went outside the do He 
then said he wanted to speak to me 
privately, and I went with him into the 
Inspectors’ room. He then said I have, 
something particular to tell you. Two 
Russian gitls wish to open a brothel in 
Hongkong Road and I want you to come 
round and see the house. ‘The house is 
in your district and I have come to you 
on'that account. You will be paid fifty 
dollars ($50) not to interfere with them, 
T have two hundred dollars from the 
girls; one hundred and fifty to fix, the 
house up and fifty for yourself. Two 
hundred more dollars are to be given to 
tho presont Chinese tenant to got him to 
give up the house. I said I an very 
dusy with this case and have no time to 
talk to you just now. He then replied I 
will wait until the Court is over. I went! 
pack into the Court and reported the 
matter to my Detective Inspector Mr. 
‘Armstrong. After the case was over, I 
was leaving the Court and was again 
accosted by the man, who insisted on my 
gotting into his carriago and driving with 
iim to see the honse in Hongkong Road. 
T refused and told him I would have: 











nothing to do with the matter. 1 
got into my ricsha and came to 
the Central Station. He followed 
ine in his carriaga and at the 


Station gate again spoke to me. He said 
won't you come and see the house ? I said, 
no, I will have absolutely nothing to do 
with it, and if a brothel is opened in this 
district I will do my best to get it closed. 
He said it is no use doing that, T will 
open it anyhow, there are other brothels 
there and you cannot interfere with us 
unless you interfere with them. He then 
left after hanging about the Station gate 
for half an hour. I commenced making en- 
guiries as to his name aud nationality but 
Hefore I had completed all the necessary 
juvestigations regarding him, he left 
Shanghai, with some prostitutes whom 1 
was informed he was taking to another 
town, 
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G. Woodhead, sworn—I was at the’ 
‘Mixed Court on’ the 2lst March, report- 
ing the trial of Vabh Maw-maw. T saw 
the prisoner following Det.-Sergeant 
Moore round the Court and I asked the 
latter who his new friend was. He 
replied that he thought he was a Russian 
beachcomber. After the Court rose, _I 
walked with Moore to the gate, where 
I saw accused sitting in a carriage. He 
asked Det. Ser. Moore to get in. I heard 
Moore refuse to do so, and then as they 
had some argument I got on my bicycle 
and rode away. 

‘Zee V-en—I am in the Wo-shing shoe 
shop in Hongkong Road. It is the ouly 
shop of this kind in that road. Accused 
has never been to my shop with a Russian 
woman. 

Er Sungtah, and Chung Gee, in the 
samme shop also denied having ever seen 
prisoner before. 

Wong Woo-tsung—I am a barber. In 
the second moon of this year accused came 
to my shop and promised to pay ine $200 
#1 would let it to him. Ho came some 
time last year but my wife who saw him 
refused to let the shop. 

Witness's wife corroborated this evid- 
ence. 

‘The Court then adjourned until 2 p.m. 

Upon resuming, Mr. Domartino handed 
in accused's testimonials from his various 
employers during the last six years. 

‘Mr. Musso after reviewing the evidence 
at some length said =— 

‘The point which this Honourable Court 
should look at, is that the Accused has 
committed this crime while in his 
endeavours to commit another offence, 
ie. to assist some women to open an 
unliconsed brothel, contrarily to Muni- 
cipal By-law IV. One of the 
greatest juricousults, referring to most of 
the eriminal cases said: * cherchez la 

















femme.” I, on the contrary, in all cases 
similar to’ the present one, will say: 
“cherehez Thome,” as there are always 





some men hidden ‘at the back of these 
houses of prostitution, like snakes unéor 
the grass. And for these men, the Law 
should be inexorable. This Honourable 
Court is certainly aware of the noble 
efforts which are being made in Europe 
and more specially in Italy by a Com- 
‘ttee for the, prevention of the so-called 
“White-Slives trade.” There are re- 
gular secret associations carrying on this 
disgraceful trade, and the Statistics show 
that thousands ‘and. thousands of girls 
fare yearly exported from the principal 
places in Europe, and scattered all 
found the World to populate 
brothels and disorderly houses. ‘These 
girls are selected generally in the in- 
torior of the countries, possibly amongst 
poor and ignorant people, and exported 
{inder the pretence that. they are con- 
tracted for working in Filatures, Mills, 
or industrial establishments. But. as 
soon as these girls arrive at their 
destinations, they are placed into brothels, 
where under the influence of indigence, 
aud often of threats, they are pushed 
into their miserable life. Perhaps, these 
unfortunate girls may sometimes deserve 
pity, but no merey at all, under any 
Circumstances, should be given to those 
abominable persons who are the causes 
of so inch min; to those persons who 
trade on these unfortunate girls; who 
live on their profits; who in this way 
acquire a wealth which should barn 
their hands as the remorse should burn 
their hearts. It is at this people that 
Justice should aim, as without them 
these girls would have neither money 
nor oceasion to leave their homes aud 


























their countries. And it is against this 


people that L appeal to the Justice of | collecting 
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this Court, asking that Justico be done. 
And your Judgment, Sirs, while con- 
curring ina highly moral work, will be 
recorded with ‘manimous praise by 
all who love Truth and Justice. 

His Honour asked why the police did 
not close the houses on the Soochow 
Creek. 

Inspector Matheson said that unless 
complaints were made the police could 
not interfere, though they would be glad 
to do so if the Consuls would back them 
up. 

‘His Hononr remarked that he would 
take into consideration the fact that Mr. 
Demartino had only been instructed the 
previous evening. 

Mr. Demartino asked tho Court to 
deal leniently with his Client as it had 
been shown that he had been in honest 
employment. 

‘The Court was then cleared, and upon 
reassembling his Honour said that the 
Court found prisoner guilty and there- 
fore sentenced him to 3 months’ imprison 
ment, to begin from the date of his 
arrest, to pay a fine of fr. 50, and Consular 
costs and to be expelled from the Settle- 
monts at the expiration of his sentence. 

We are asked to state that Mr. W. 
Lane O'Neill sent a letter, of which the 
following is a copy, to tho talian Consul- 
General, on Monday, anent the prosecu- 
tion for bribery by the Municipal Coun:

‘A Yangebow man was charged with bein, 
concerned with others not in custody 
having threatened and shot at with rilles 
cartain godown-men at Pootung and stewing 
from them a silver watch and a gold ring, 
on. the 10th. inst. 

Mz, Sennecker, manager of Messrs. 
Melchers’ Changkapang Wharves,  prose- 
cuted. It appears that two of Mr. 
Sennecker's godownmen went for a walk 
near the wharf. A Chinese wonk attacked 
them and they threw stones at it to drive 
it away. A woman immediately came 01! 

® hut close by and said that a dog of hers 
had been killed a few days previous and 
that these men had done it. Hearing the 
altercation some natives landed from 2 
guard-boat close by and dragged the two 
men through the mud on to the boat. On 
reaching the vessel the captives were gagged 
and tied to the mast, and two of the crew 
robbed them. ‘The watchman on duty on 














the wharf witnessed the whole affair and 
all the other watchman he boarded 
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the guard-boat ond besides rescuing the 
godownmen, took the two men who had 
robbed them prisoners. ‘They then returned 
to the wharf. Meanwhile the captain of 
the guard-boat called two other similar vessels 
to his assistance and landed a large number 
of soldiers on the wharf. ‘Ths soldiers 
rescued their comrades and fired thirty or 
forty shots, none of which, fortunately did 
any damage... Mr. Sennecker was informed 
of the occurrence when he returned that 
‘evening and on ths following day he went 
on board the guard-bout, tock possession of 
a number of arms, and arrested the prisoner 
who is identified by the gadomume 

as being one of the thisves. 

Four rifles, two swords, 
were exhibited in Court. 

‘Mr. Sennecker asked for a remand in 
onder that the captain of the guard-boat 
and all his men might be amasted. The 
magistrate of the district was a man named 
Wu, whose headquarters were at Kashing. 
Wu'had refused to give the names of the 
other men implicated. 

‘Tho magistrite said that the district 
outside the Municipal jurisdiction, 
“Mr. Sennecker said it was within the 
harbour limits. Who was to arrest the 
prisoners if this Court could not? 

‘The caso was remanded for a week in 
onder to try and make the necessary arvests.

Uttering Forged Bank-notes. 

‘A native glazier and a cash-shop assistant 
were charged with being concerned together 
in having in their possession and knowingly 
uttering nine counterfeit Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank fivedollar notes, thereby 
defrauding several native complainants, on 
various dates. 

Ln counection with the same case a cash: 
shopkeeper was churyed with being in 
possession of counterfeit coin, with intent 
to cimulate same, on the 13th instant. 

Mr. ©._R. Holeomb appeared for tho 
defence. 

Inspector Bourke stated the charges and 
said that the first prisoner, when arrested 
on a charge of uttering two of the forged 
notes, told the police that the second prisoner 
was his accomplice. ‘The second prisoner 
was an assistant in the cash shop kept 
by the third prisoner. The latter denied 
all knowledge of the forged notes. 

Detective-sergeant Burnside said that on 
tho 7th instant he received information that 
some forged Tientsin bank-notes were being 
circulated. He at once began to make ine 
puiries, which led to the arrest of the 
Prisoners. ‘The first prisoner had tried to 
cash three forged notes at a shop, but the 
shopman detected the forgeries and detained 
‘the man. The latter was released, however, 
on a friend going security for him. The 
notes were returned to him, with characters 
endorsed on them to show that they were 
forgeries. ‘Tho same evening the first 
prisoner took some forged notes to a shop 
in Shanso Rod and offered them in pay- 
ment of an account. The shopman did not 
ike the look of the notes and asked the 
prisoner to put his chop on them. The 
latter said he could not write, 90 the snop- 
man wrote the prisoner's name on them 
and told the prisoner he would have re. 
course to him if there was anything wrong 
with the notes. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Holcomb—When 
the first prisoner went to the shop to try 
to change the notes he was detained, and 
released on giving security. ‘Tho security 
was given to swve the prisoner from being 
taken to the Police Station. Witness got 
his first information from a man who had 
cashed two of the notes in good faith, but 
who, on hearing that some bad ‘Tientsin 
notes were in circulation, brought his notes 
to tho Station and reported tho matter. 
He believed the prisoner had all along 
iaintained that the notes were good. 

Evidence was then given by the assistauts 
of various shops at which the first prisoner 
had tried lo cosh notes. 

For the defence, Mr. Holcomb said that 
the prisoners had’ all along acted in good 
faith. Every act done by them showed 
their bona fides. When told that the notes 
wero bad, the first prisoner gave his name 
and address, gave seourity, and also stated 
where he oblained the notes. ‘The other 
Prisoners also acted like ionooent men. The 
hwoks of account (produced). showed that 
their story as to the source of the notes was 
correct. 

Detective-sergeant Burnside pointed out 
that after he was told that the notes were 
forgeries, the first prisoner tried again to 
cash them. An innocent man would in all 
probability have gone to the shop where 
he obtained the notes and told the shop- 
keeper that they were bad.

ordered to bo destroyed. 
jn Te Gharze against the shopman of being 
in possession of counterfeit coin was then 
proceeded with, 

_Detective-sergeant Burnside said that on 
visiting the prieoer’s chop in connection 














with the previous charge, he asked the 
werss sho was there if there was any bed 
meney in the shop. She said there was 
not, but witness detected her taking a 
parcel out of a drawer, and saw her take it 
upstairs. He followed her and seized the 
parcel, which was found to contain a 
‘quantity of bed dollars and smaller coins. 

Mr. Holcomb said it was no crime to have 
bad money in one’s possession; in fact, it 
was often unavoidable. As long as there 
was no intent or attempt to utter, there was 
no offence. It was quite natural that a cash 
shop should contain a quantity of bad money 
as they came across it in the ordinary course 
of business. 

‘Tho prisoner was sentenced to a fort- 
night’s imprisonment, and the bad money 
was ordered to be destroyed.

Detective-sergeant Burnside said that 
last Sunday he received information that a 
quantity of paint, supposed to have peo 
stolen, was on board a cargo-boat in the 
Hongkow Creek, and was awaiting the re- 
ceiver there, He stationed two native de- 
tectives to watch the boat and wait for the 
reoeiver, Shortly after midnight the 
receiver camo and took delivery of the 
stolen property. Witness arrested the re- 
ceiver, who said that the paint was sold to 
him by two sailors, and that they would 
tako any price he liked to offer them. Next 
day witness arrested the two thieves. 

Inspector Bourke said it was clear tho 
receiver know that ho was buying stolen 
property. ‘The appointment was made for 
midnight—e most unusual hour for 
legitimate busine, the sellers were willing 
to accept any price; an place ap- 

jated for the trazanction to take place waa 
only about five yards away from the re- 
ceiver’s store. 

‘Tho magistrate said tho receiver stated 
that the men offered the paint to him and 
ho asked for the invoice. He would not 
have taken the paint without first seeing 
the invoiee. 

Inspector Boke said it was a curious 
time and place for business. Tho 
paint was taken off the boat by the receiver 
without any invoice having beon produced. 

Tn reply: to tho, Assessor, ‘Detdotiveser- 
geant Burnside said the property was ac 
tually taken off the boat by the receiver.

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THE 
JAPANESE DISASTER 
AT PORT ARTHUR. 


—_— 
20th May. 

Lire last night we received from 
Tokio the official report of the dis- 
aster to Admiral Togo’s squadron at 
Port Arthur. The sory differs con- 
siderably from that current in the 
Settlement yesterday afternoon. It 
appears that in a dense fog on Sun- 
day, the cruiser Yoshino, 4,180 tons, 
was sunk by @ collision with the 
new cruiser Kasuga, only ninety lives 
being saved; and the grand battleship 
Hatsuse, 15,000 tons, was sunk 
through’ striking two mechanical 
mines, 300 men out’ of her comple- 
ment of 741 being saved. Nothing 
but deep sympathy will be felt. with 
Japan in this heavy loss of ships and 
men. 
The care and caution exercised by 
the Japanese in the handling of their 
ships Pave been accompanied so far 
by extraordinary good-fortune, and 
that they should now have a streak 
of bad luck is'in no way remarkable. 
The actual loss of a battleship is not 
so injurious to Japan now as it would 
have been if it had occurred. at the 
first attack on Port Arthur; but the 
impairment of Jupan’s fighting power 
which it involves may turn the scale 
if Russia is debating whether to send 
‘out the Baltic'Squadron or not. 





WITHOUT 
PREJUDICE.

‘Ar this moment when the intro- 
duction of Chinese labour into South 
‘Africa is interesting the whole of the 
English-speaking world, when poli- 
ticians at home, knowing little about 
the huge Empire of China and caring 
Jess, are Tightly or wrongly making 
the matter a party question and in- 
veighing against the influx of an 
‘alien race into South Africa to the 
detriment of her native inhabitaats 
‘nd their past and present disposses- 
ors of the soil, it, would be as well 
perbaps, in the interests of intending 
Prigrants, and partly for the benefit 
‘of those who propose to derive any 
substantial advantages from this 





anticipated wholesale expatriation, to | 


review, dispassionately, -the future 
life and prospects of the ingenuous 
coolie who, tempted, we will suppose, 
by the glowing word-painting oF the 
hired recruiter, ventures on the step 
of severing himself from his home 
and relatives for a term of “three 
years, dating from the day of the 
labourer’s arrival in the Transvaal,” 
“to work on the gold mines for the 
period of his engagement.” 
‘And, primarily, we will assume tbat 
each snd every labourer bas tho- 
roughly understood and inwardly di- 
gested the. thirty regulations and 
forty-five sub-sections of the Labour 
Importation Ordinance as well as the 
fifty-five specified callings he is pro- 
hibited from engaging in, because, 
fas the Colonial Secretary in a dis- 
atch to the Governor of the Trans- 
Yaal, dated 16th January, 1904, 
states: —" The terms and conditions of 
his employment should be fully stated 
jn the contract with the labourer and 
clearly understood by him; this is 
essential.” 

Quite so, this is essential ! and at 
this point one might. recall, paren- 
thetically, an extract from Mr, Hugh 
Clitford’s “His Little Bill” with 
reference to this very point. “ He had 
been shipped to the Peninsula as an 
indentured coolie, andaTau-keh, who 
chanced to be in need of labour, took 
him over on his arrival, after signing 


certain documents at the Chinese ; 


Protectorate, which were read over to 
him and a batch of fellow-coolies, by 
a gabbling native clerk. It was 
nobody's 
the scene in which they found them- 
selves, and the mysterious nature of 
these precesnny, which were quite 
beyond the grasp of the coolie mind, 
prevented him and bis companions 
from understanding a single word of 
the paper which set forth the terms 
of their agreement with their new 
employer.” 

‘This, by the way, and having 
arrived, as I say, at the assumption 
that the winer in embryo, assisted 
by the officials selected by the 
Government some months before the 
passing of the Ordinance—officials 
whose qualifications for the most 
part include a complete ignorance 
Of China itself—has successfully 
mastered the details of the Enact- 





ment, aforesaid, and having settled 
his affairs and paid off any little out- 


fault that the strangeness of 


standing grudges against the man- 
ager of the compound, where, prior 
to his departure he has been herded 
with some hundreds of his fellow 
countrymen, finally sets sail for the 
Promised Land, vaguely conscious 
that ‘the divinity that doth hedge a 
king’ must be @ poor pale thing 
compared to his own gorgeous list 
of restrictions. 

‘A five weeks’ trip in an ocean- 
going steamer, when rice is plentiful 
and work there is none, cannot be 
regarded by any means as a hard- 
ship, and our coolie, after enjoying 
the holiday of his life, will probably 
arrive at the port of Durban rampant 
with good living and lack of exercise. 

I forget, at_the moment, the, po- 
pulation of Durban, but if the ad- 
venturer be a member of the first 
or second consignment, he will be 
met by nine-tenths of the inhabitants, 
who will doubtless welcome him ac- 
cording to their several and individual 
ways of regarding the Chinese labour 

uestion, and in order to avoid the 

lemonstration of the great unwashed 
and the unwelcome attentions of the 
gentry he is intended to supplement 
or supplant—the Kaffir,—he will pro- 
bably be conducted to the barracks 
already erected for his accommodation, 
by night, and there lodged in the 
safe keeping of a Government official 
selected most likely for the position 
with a retrospective eye to his Oxford 
or Cambridge career. . 

‘As shortly afterwards as can be 
arranged our labourer will be duly 
installed in a truck fitted up for the 
purpose, and thirty hours or so will 
find him at the scene of his future 
labours, Johannesburg, beloved of 
Israel. 

In view of the ovation he will 
doubtless receive from the “ Signers 
of the Petition,’—regarding which 9 
resident once remarked to me, “ Hang 
it all, I promised to sign the thing 
once, but seventeen times is a bid 
thiels.”—he may, however, be shunted 
off at one of the sidings ‘adjacent to 
what are known as the East Rand 
Mines and thence be escorted to the 
compound prepared for his accommo- 
dation. 

During the months of June, July, 
and August, the High Veldt is not 
‘an ideal dwelling place, especially 
when the intensely cold winds, pre- 
valent at that time of. year, are 





piercing the: greatest amount of 
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clothing one can assume. 
fires have burnt off the 
giass, frost and the bitter w 
gales have killed the last suggestion 
of summer green, aud a hideous, 
brown and black, treeless waste of 
undulating prairie land stretches to 
the encircling horizon, broken ouly 
by the high head-gears and tailings 
heaps of the mines, the galvanised 
iron roofs of the iulls and offi 
and an occasional plantation of dusty 
mimosa, wattle, or — cuealyptus. 
Around, above, and beyond, dust, 
gritty stifling devastating dust, the 
infamous detritus of Jobunnesburg 
and its environs, cause of half the 
diseases from which that city is 
never free, and vehicle uf the micro- 
organisms of enteriv, dysentery, 
pneumonia, and other hun ills, 
Such, is the scene that will greet 
the indentured labourer.

Here we 
may leave him, for the present, 
about to entice upon his one task 
of breaking down iron-hard rock two 
thousand fect underground, to dream 
atintervals of the paddy-fields of the 
native land, and the ehances of avoid- 
ing an official squeeze on his return 
thereto,a comparatively wealthy man. 
Perchance to seek vainly for one 
little bit of gold to pouch, in mines 
where gold is never visible until the 
final stage of its production in the 
amalgamating-room, sublimely un- 
conscious, at first, that above ground 
constituted authority and every white 
loafer who has not signed the “ peti- 
tion” will be waiting for his off 
shift for an opportunity of finding 
him straying beyond the confines of 
his narrow compound without a 
“ pass,” or haply to point out to him 
that the fact of his washing a shirt 
for a comrade involves an offence 
against Section 27, Sub-section 10 
of the Enactment, whereby he renders

others, including Davidson, a Canadian, 
have disappeared. ‘Tho authorities are 
looking for them. 
Tt is reported that ax. Englishman was 
arrested in Port Arthur as a spy and was 
taken to Moukden and hanged, ‘The 
plying of the so-called “four boats” on 
the Liao river, mostly under the Ameri- 
can flag and carrying American goods, 
has Leon prohibited. 
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We havo received Japan: papers: with 
dates from Tokio to the 13th, Yokohama 
the 14th, Kobe the 15th, and Nagasaki 
the 16th inst—The “Japan Times” says 
that. it is reported that the Government 
is contemplating the issue of another war 
loan on the home market.—The Emperor 
of Coreahaving reprimanded his Minis- 
tors for inattention to their duties, they 
all, as usual, resigned, but will 
probably continue in office.—The “ Japan 
Mail's” apology to General Dessino leaves 
something to be desired.

The New Loan. 

The flotation of a Japanese loan for 
£10,000,000 sterling was gazetted on tho 
10th inst. in the form of an Imperial 
Ordinance. It was to be placed in 
London and New York, the exchange 
rate inthe United States to be fixed at 
$4.87. The rate of interest is six per cont. 
The principal is to be totally redeomed 
by the 5th April 1911, provided: that 
on and after the 5th April “1907, the 
Japanese Government, whenever’ so 
inclined, shall redeem the whole or part 
by notifying six months previously in the 
public Press. The redemption of the 
principal and interest is preferentially 
secured on the Customs Revenue. Tho 
issue price is £93.10s. and the com- 
mission to the underwriters £3.10s. 

The Underwriters. 

Parr’s Bank, London, which has under- 
written half the loan, has‘participated in 
the last two Japanose loans, and is well- 
known in financial circles here. Messrs. 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co, who underwrite tho 
Amorican half, are the principal man- 
agers of the Harriman Syndicate, which 
controls the Union Pacific,» Central 
Pacific, and Southern Pacific railways 
and has largo interests in the Burlington, 
Great Northern, and Pennsylvanian rail- 
roads. 

Press Comments.

‘The Exchequer. Bonds. 

‘The proposed second issue of Exchequer 
Bonds to the amount of Yen 100,000,000 
will probably be made towards the end 
of May. ‘The terms are the same as in 
tho previous issue, but this tine all sub- 
seriptions will be received proportionately 
without special favour to small subscrib- 
ers, Tt may be noted in this connection 
that the foreign loan is intended to secure 
the convertibility of Japan's paper notes 
and the whole proceeds are to be kept in 
London.

An Invitation to Surrender. 

It is reported from Sascho that prior 
to tho 7th and 8th Port Arthur engago- 
inonts the Japanese squadron by means 
of wireless telography, informed Admiral 
Makaroff of the proposed attacks and 
suggested to the Russian Adwmiral to 
surrender himself and also hand over to 
the Japanese all the vessels in the harbour 
together with all the land batteries, other- 
wiso the Japanese navy would deal the 
Russians a tremendous blow.

The Imperial Thanks. 

In consideration of the third blocking 
expedition, H.M. the Emperor has sent 
the following message to Adiniral Togo :— 

“We learn that the combined squa- 
rons, undertaking the daring enterprise 
of blocking up Port Arthur as many as 
three times, have now attained their 
object and We are highly pleased to 
acknowledge the loyalty of the officers 
and men engaged.” 

‘To the above rescript, the Command- 
erin-Chief of the expeditionary fleet 
has replied as follows 

“We are deeply impressed by the 
Imperial gracious messages now sent on 
three occasions regarding the Port 
Arthur blocking expeditions. ‘The scope 
of operations is now extended and the 
task on the sea is increasing its limits. 
We, Your Majesty’s humble subjects, beg 
to ‘express. our earnest desire to ac- 
complish Your Imperial wishes by secur- 
ing a signal vctory on grand scale. 
Thereby humbly submit this reply.” 


The Liavtung Landing. 

As already telegraphed a section of the 
Second Army under General Baron Oku 
landed at Pitsewo opposite the Elliot 
group, supported by the Navy. A point 
noted’ by the “Japan Mail” is that 
among the ships taking part in these 
operations was the squadron under Rear- 
‘Admiral Hosoya, which only two full 
days previously had been bombarding the 
Russian positions on tho Yalu, and assist- 
ed in the capture of Autung. ‘The extra- 
ordinary celerity of the operations of the 
navy is noteworthy. Besides this exploit 
of Admiral Hosoya we havo that. of 
Admiral Togo, who, immediately the news 
of the Yalu victory was flashed to him by 
wireless telegraphy set out on the danger- 
ous mission of sewling Port Arthur and 
accomplished it on the following day. 
‘Then we havo the whole of Adumiral 
Togo’s squadrons unitedly reaching the 
west of the Lixotung Poninsula by dawn 
onthe Sth inst. and on that day the 
landing was effected. 


The Lauding Force. 

‘The army landed at Pitzewo had gone 
aboard transports which had been as- 
sembling steadily at a rendezvous, where 
they waited quietly and in absolute 
secrecy until the tame for action came.

Mail Contracts. 

Cable advices recently received by the 
Premier state that the British Postal 
Authorities have concluded arrangements 
with the P. and 0.

‘The Return of the “Discovery.” 

After an absence of more than two yeurs, 
the Antarctic exploring vessel Discovery 
under the command of Captain Scott re- 
tumed to Christchurch, N. Z., on Good 
Friday. With the Discovery were the two 
relief vessels Morning and Terra Nova. ‘The 
three ships presented a trim appearance, 
and only on board the Discovery could traces 
of her long sojourn amongst the ice be 
found, in the shape of battered and stove-in 
boats. Officers of the executive and scientific 
staffs agree that the work undertaken has 
been brought to a highly successful issue. 
A sledge expodition succeeded in reaching 
the latitude of 82° 17 S, This party was 
absent from the camp at headquarters for 
& period of 93 days covering a distance of 
over 1,000 miles. -Only one fatality is 
reported that of the drowning of an able 
teaman during a sledging expedition in

into the syndicate. Whilst the final for the 
‘event was being run off, thos in the know 
seemed to have appreciated the fact that 
O'Brien was out to win if possible, and 
without doubt he had to put up with inter- 
ference. ‘The result of the appeal was 
‘that the ree (first prize £750) was awarded 
10 O’Brien whilst Corbett was disqualified 
from riding in Australia for twelve months. 
Six others were also disqualified for periods 
of three months and upwards. O'Brien 
desorves much credit for persevering with 
the appeal siderable pressure must 
have been exercised to induce him to drop 
the matter. It is only fair to state on 
behalf of the promoters of these cycling 
sports, that they do their best to seo tht 
ftho events are run on their merits, and 
render every assistance in bringing delin- 
quonts to book...

The Port of Melbourne 

‘The shipping facilities afforded by the 
Port of Melbourne aro just now being 
accorded a good deal of sharp criticism by 
a section of the Press, ‘To begin with our 
pilotage charges are heavier than those 
exacted in any other port of the Common- 
wealth, whilst the wharfage and quayage 
rates charged are out of all proportion to the 
services rendered, ‘The Hozbour Trust 
which controls the river wharves and Vietorix 
Dock, receives the wharfage and quayage 
dues, whilst disclaiming entire responsibiltiy 
in connection with cargo placed in_ its 
charge. Railway facilities in connection 
with the river wharves are practically nil, 
whilst the discharging gear in use is hope- 
lessly out of date. We still uso small 
steam donkey engines, which were the 
fashion of 25 years ago. Pilfering is exten- 
sively carried on amongst the piles of caro 
that lie for days temptingly exposed ou 
open wharves without a night watchman in 
charge. Tho fault seems to lie with the 
system of Harbour control, No fewer than 
four separwte authorities have a say in the 
management and control of the shippi 
business of Melbourne. ‘Tho Marine Board 
controls the Pilot service. ‘Tho Harbour 
‘Trust supervises the wharves, the Railway 
Department has control of the piers in 
Hobson's Bay, whilst the Ports and Har- 
hours brinch Joks after the lighting aul 
buoying of the por Whilst this system 
doubtless works in favour of carriers and 
others, it tends to make this port one of 
the most expensive for shipping to frequent, 
aud there is no doubt this fact is duly 
appreciated when freight quotations and the 
Kike are being considered at the other end, 
so that in reali‘y it is the small consumer 
‘who practically pays for this bungled sysiem 
of glorious mismanagement, 

dolaide and Sydney charge no quayage 
rates, whilst their pilotago charges are about 
one-third of those levied here. Here is a 
good opening for a businesslike government 
to step in and take control of the navigation 
of the port, bringing all within the control 
of a central authority, thereby reducing the 
cost of administration. ‘The provision of 
more up-to-date gear and appliances for the 
rapid handling of cargo is an urgent neces- 
sity, and the sooner these matters are 
attended to, the sooner will the reputation 
of Molbourne as a port to be avoided be 
altered for the better.

‘would instantly join her ally in actively par- 
ticipating in the present war. 

Arable Land in China Proper. 

With reference to the recent, recommenda- 
tions of Sir Robert Hart to the Throne 
regarding twsuble cultivated land in the 
eighteen provinces of China Proper, a tran- 
slition of which was specially made by us 
pub.ished in those columns at the tame, 
Sir Kobert estimated that there were some- 
thing like 800 million mow of such land 
which could easily be taxed at the rate of 
200 copper cash per mow per annum, the 
Bound of Revenue records give only about, 
or rather not quite, one-tenth of the Inspec- 
tor-General of Customs computation. Of 
couse the Provincial ‘Treasurers of the 
various provinces whose principal income 
is drawn from manipulating the land taxes 
in certain ways handed down from one 
generation to another for hundreds of years 
dislike Sir Robert Hart’s recommendations 
and may well be trusted to oppose them 
tooth and nail, We translate below the 
Board of Revenue lists of taxable land 
throughout China Proper, as recorded in the 
urchives of that Department of State. It 
will be noted that the superficial area of 
land is given as so many “ch'ing,” that 
is to say, one “ch'ing” is equal to one 
hundred mow, hence Sir Robert’s estimate 
of 8,000 million mow is put down by Chinese 
officials as 80 million “‘chiing” of land, 
which term will be used by us in 
tho tronslation which now follows, begin- 
ning with the province of Chihli. 

This province “officially” contains 
688,410 ching and 64 mow of land. Out of 
this, 38,765 ching plus 478 ch'ing, 45 mow, 
newly opened land, are crown grants to 
Manchus for military services which do not 
pay taxes, and also 1,331 ch‘ing and 5 mow 
of so-called “black” land which do not 
produce grain and are therefore also exempt 
of taxes; Shantung has 987,728 ch‘ing, 46 
mow of “various kinds” of land; Shensi, 
632,864 ch'ing, 1 mow; Honan, 718,208 
chting, 60 mow; Kiangsu, Upper, or Kiang- 














ning cireait, 408,082 ching, 26 mow; 
Lower, or Soochow circuit, 245,515 ch‘ng, 
1 mow; Ambui, 340,786 ch‘ing, 33 mow; 


Kiangsi, 462,187 ching, 27 mow; plus 4 
‘ching 21 mow of newly opened land; plus 
9 ch'ng 51 mow of “Shéngko” land; Fa-

WAR 
OTES AND NEWS. 





20th May. 


A few notes supplementary to those con- 

tained in our Tokio correspandent’s letter 
may be added from the papers to band by 
the mail. A particularly interesting story 
in connection with the sealing of Port 
Arthur comes from the “Japan Daily 
Mail.” 
‘A Chineso subject, connected with the 
Port, Arthur dock, who left the place on the 
4th instant, reports that on the night of the 
Qnd-3rd he was in the dock buildings as 
usual when, at 1 a.m., he heed the sound 
of cannon. ‘Ascending a height, he observed 
three stenmers making for the mouth 
of the harbour. The foremost struck 
the boom, and almost immediately an elec- 
trie mine’ was firéd from the shore. It 
seemed to strike the vessel. Her head camo 
round suddenly to the west and she sank, 
almost touching the boom. The two next 
were swept round in a similar manner by 
the wave of the explosion, and were sunk 
in a line with the first, the three going down 
between the middle of the channel and 
the Tiger's Tail spit. Part of the boom 
seemed to be fractured by the mine. Two 
other steamers made their way inside the 
boom. One of them went ashore on the 
‘Tiger's Tail spit, and sank, heading north. 
‘The other sank on the side of the Golden 
Hill Fort between the two vessels which 
had first gone down and nearly parallel to 
the boom. Of the remaining steamers, two 
went down outside the harbour to the cast 
of the Tiger’s Tail Spit, and another sank 
‘on the south of Golden Hill.

- There was nothing about the 
train to indicate that it was engaged in Red 
Cross work. On the contrary the. men on 
board the train opened fire on the Japanese 
as soon as they came within sight. The 
Japanese force returned fire, and then the 
train came to a standstifl, hoisting a Red 
Cross flag. ‘The Japanese immediately stop. 
ped firing and moved forward to inspect 
the train, They had not gone far, how- 
ever, when the train was seen to be moving 
and a few seconds later it dashed northward 
at fall speed.”
